The following pages repre^'ent an 
made perliaps for the first time in the history of the 
work, to sum np the philosophical teacliings of the 
Yogavasistha Rainayana in a consistent and system- 
atic mannei'. The eaidior attempts of Abhinanda 
(900 A. 1). ), Maliidhara ( 1000 A. D. ) and others 
did not claim to be a,ny more than abridged redactions 
of the text, but to Ih’oibssor Atreya lielongs the credit 
of presenting Itricfly the jTulosojihy of this unique 
treatise in tlic language of the original text, with 
thi) topi(!s arranged in logical sequence. 


A survey of the old ladigio-philosopliical literature 
in Sanskrit would seem to indicate that the 
Yogavasistha Kamnyana was once on(^ of the most 
widely read books in th(‘ country and that it greatly 
influcn(‘(.Ml general ])hiloso])hical thought. Though a 
\'cd iiita work of the highest order it lias a place of 
its own in the history of Indian spiritual philoBophy 
and (annol bo dnsdibed in any sense as alliliated 
to the serhool of tliought associated witli the name of 
Sahkaraehiirya. It is unfortunate that a work of 
such nionuraental grandeur, the like of which is 
Inirdly to lie met with even in Sanskrit literature, 
should have been allowed to remain obscure and

The* 
reason is obvious. 

The conception oi Reality put forwaril in the 
Yogammtha is so challenging to ijuiuintju S(Uis»* that 
the common inan feels: staggered hy its bold bleaii.um 
But if he lifts himself up into the higher aimosphere 
of spiritual life, he will fmd that the intellertual 
liedilmii oi the YogammstAa is a neees.mry corollary 
or implication oi that life. .Man's uni verst ‘ is not I lie 
same as that oi his zoological predecessors, Bimiiariy, 
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the God->^aturaled man has a universe which is 
different Irom and which snblates that of the coinnion 
man. When, therefore, one entci'S the higher plane, 
the denial of external lieality as it appeared to 
Common vSense is a logical necessity. 

This oxtinordinary adventure of thought is supposed 
to indicate the inlluonce which Ihiddhism exercised on 
Brahmanism during tJie ccmturies which lie between 
Nagarjuna and flam la])ada. Bui , it should 1 jo rimiern] icr- 
cd in this connection that it was an age ot Alaluiyana 
Buddhism, or, as it is appropriately called, ^Sanskrit 
Buddhisnf, in which the language of thcj BiMhinaiias 
had replaced l^ili of the Buddhists, and not a few of 
the Buddlrist teachers had been originally Bruhma- 
manas, ndth tJie result tliat Brahmanism intiuenced 
BiuHliism enormously in that ago, rather than vice 
vei'sa. In view of these gcmoral cou'.idei-at.iuns, it may 
be well presumed that the \\jmn(i--%adti in the Yoga- 
vUmtha was not borrowcnl from the Buddhists. Thcn^ 
is a radical dilfcrcincc^ between tlic^ Vijkana-tudd of the 
Brahma uas and thal ol the Buddhists— a difference 
as grc*at, as t hat. be;!. ween 'purm' a,nd 'kuipa' ( lull tind 
empty ), 'w/Z/aB and 'anitpa^ { eternal and ckangiug ),

Moreover, in the KiitharaUhn \s'\m'0 Ww. quc'tion of 
the subjectivity of Matter P disciiviMl. the word used 
in connection with itis ,sv7mwww/w ( Hurafiih/initM ) 
which at once reminds us of the older text of the 
Upanimd »T=^ir” 

on which San'ikara bases his famoii.x theory of the un- 
reality of the external woi-ld. 

We should Ijear in min i, howawer, I hat tli«f 
Vijnma-vada both of the Budilhists andthc \'c iantins 
begins from an age much earlier than that of tlieir 
‘acaryas’’ such as Asaihga and Saiiikara. Tlie ‘acarvas’ 
were only exponents or teuchei's anrl not originators of 
their systems. As a matter of fact tiui history of 
Indian Idealism goes back to the dim pa.-'t iirccling 
and following the centiiriesin which ! iaufaina Ihiddha 
lived and taught. The Buddhi.stic lljiiaf/tf-riida was 
known as PTajnapti-tiudu: and its ]>rcd(‘‘‘(‘.ssor wa.sthe 
Vijnmavada or Brahma-^uiw of the T^pimmaih. 
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Closely connected with this is the ([uostioii of the 
date of the Yogamsutha. A weighty contribution 
Inis been made by J)r. Atreya in tlie Introduction 
towards the solution ol tliis prol^lein. He is of 
opinion that ‘'We may jjiace it after Krdidrisa and 
before Ehartrhari, i. e., somewhere in tlie (3th century/’ 
As Dr. Stscherbatsky has observed, '\Prof‘ Atreya 
has brought the ]j]'o))]eni very near to its final 
solution.” 

Beioro I conclude this Foreword, I would express 
a wish : just as Prof. Atreya has extiicated tlie 
Philosophy of tlie Yogaviimlhci from its poetry, would 
not some enthusiastic scholar or jaiblishe]* separate 
its poetry from its philosojjhy ami publish it as a 
companion voluiut^

Preface. 


Sri Vasisiha-Darsamm was completed in October 
1927, It formed an Appendix to my thesis for the degree 
of Doctor of Letters (D. Litt), submitted to the Benares 
Hindu University in July 1928. The thesis — “The 
Philosophy of Vasistha, as presented in Yogavasigtha”, 
which was very highly appreciated by the Board of 
Examiners, appointed by the Faculty of Arts of the 
University for the purpose, kis not yet been published 
for want of funds. A gi-eat demand has, however, been 
made for its publication by those who have read my ten 
lectures on Yogav'dsidha delivered before the Kashi 
Tattva Sabha, and published as Yogamsistha and Its 
Philosophy { 1932 ) and Yogamsistha and Modern 
Thought ( 1934 ). Encouraged by the appreciation 
which these booklets have received from great 
scholars, both Indian and European, I have now 
made up my mind to publish larger volumes on 
the subject, to which I have devoted a great deal of 
my leisure. Here is the first of the contemplated 
volumes. The second, Yogavdsi^a aur uske Siddhmta 
(Hindi) and the third, The Philosophy of Yogavasistha 
( English ) are in the press. The present volume 
V&sistha Dafsanom is in Sanskrit with an 
Introduction in English, It is meant for those who 
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may wish to make themselves acctuainted with the 
philosophy of YogavUsiaha, in its original, swetst and 
beautiful language, the charm ot whicli eludes 
translation, but have not the time and intention or 
patience to go through the voluminous work i»l‘ ‘‘thirty 
two thousand stanzas”. Herein I liavi^ (■()lleett;il and 
systematically arranged alwut ,8<}00 stanzas ul 
Yogardsiiiha containing the es.sential principles of the 
entire philosophical outlook oi tlio valuable woik 
•which was undeservedly neglected hitherto by tlu^ 
orientalists. On the margin of each sioka or line, I 
have mentioned the place in the original work from where 
it has been picked up. The three munbei’s refer to th(‘ 
fraTtatarya.sarga andsMaof Yogavasi^ha, published 
in two volumes by the ?iiirnayasagar Press, Bombay. 
I am very grateful to Prineijjal (iopinath Kaviraj, 
M. A., Principal, Govt. Sanskrit College, Benares, 
for having encouraged me in this work and for 
having included it in the Prince of Wales Saraswati 
Bhavana Texts edited by him. My thanks are also 
due to my pupil and friend, Mr. Narayan Vishnu Joshi,

Introduction. 

Chapter I. 

The place ol Yogavasistha in the Philosophical 
Literature of India. 

Sri VasiAha-iarsmam, ( the Philosophy of 
Vasistha ) is an attempt to place before the modem 
world in a systematic form the philosophical doct- 
rines embodied in an ancient work, Yogamsi^ha. Yogor 
vasistha, also known as the Maharamayana, the 
Arsaramayana,,J¥i,anarva,si^ha, Vasistha Ra/mayatia or 
simply as Vasistha, is a voluminous Sanskrit work 
wliich is widely read, in the original as well as in 
vernacular translations, by the seekers of self-knowledge 
throughout India. It is the Bible of those who seek for 
Peace and Liberation, as the Ramayaipa of Tulsi Das 
and th(' Bhagamta arc for the devotees and the Bhaga- 
mdglUi ibi- men of action. Thoimnds of men and 
women from the lowest to the highest grade of 
culture find solace in the study of this wonderful 
work, which contains many stories in which even 
children may find pleasure, and philo.sophical specula- 
tions which the brightest intellect may find difiScult 
to comprehend. In gi-andeur it may be compared to 
to the great Himalayas which, being situSed on the 
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earth, are within the reach of all, yt't whose lotty peaks 
baffle the attempts of even tla; most earnest ex- 
pedition. Men of all tastes, literary, reiieioiis or 
philosophical, find interest in i’. It is really one 
of the wonders that the mind of India has produced 
in its literatee, and surely the best (tompankm lor 
one who is anxious to realise Cosmic (.lons(;iousn(!Ss and 
to lire on the heights of spiritual I’eace, where the 
best and the noblest men of India have always aspired 
to stay. All who have had the fortune of studying 
Yogamsistha share tliis view, and otlam who will 
study it earnestly will not differ much. 

Svami Kama Tirtha, one of the greatest saints 
of modern India and a gi-eat Vedantist, .sjiid in one of 
his American lectures, “One of the greatest 1 looks, and 
the most wonderful according to me ever written 
under the sun, is YogavMistha which nolxxly on 
earth can read without realising God-consciousness” 
( In the Woods of God^-ealisation, Delhi edition, Vol. 
Ill, p. 295 ). Dr. Bhagwan Das, an erudite scholar 
of Indian thought, writes in the Ferfatory Note to 
his Mpstie Experiew.es: “The Yogamsi^ha, 
a Sanskrit work, in thirty-two thousand 

slohas, or sixty-four thousand lines, is highly 
honoured among Indian Vedantins for its philosophy 
and its Wots on pr^tical mysticism, as also for literary 
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beauty and poetry. The saying about it, among the 
Vedautins, is that it is a work of the Siddkavastka, i e,, 
for the philosopher-yogi, who, having mastered the 
theory, is passing on to the practice of it, while the 
other well-known works, even the Gita, the 
Upmishads, and the Brahmasutras, are works of the 
Sddhanamsthd, i. e., for those who are yet trying to 
master the theory.” Lala Baijnath, in his Introduction 
to the Hindi Translation of Yogamsi^ha,yn:\i&s,: '“On 
the Vedanta philosophy, there has not, up to this time, 
been written any other work, so big, and expounding 
the doctrines with so many stories, illustrations and 
arguments, as Yogamsistha. All will agree, when it 
is said that by the study of this work alone, even the 
most passionate and worldly minded will become dis- 
passionate and will gi'adually realise peace within.” 
( Yogavdsisf,ha Bhasdiiha, Vol. II, BImnikd, p. 7), He 
further says, “ I( is the (a-cst-jewel of all the works on 
the Vedanta, and no aspirant ot liberation can aifordto 
neglect^ it.” ( I/jid, Vol. 1, Bhmnilfd, ],). 4 ). 

The author of himself was quite con- 

fident of the unhjucness, greatness, effeot.ivcne.ss and 
beauty of his own composition, and lias given 
expression to his opinion in several places in the work. 
Here are some of his statements: “ It is a composition 
in thirty-two thousand verses containing beautiful 
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Rimiies and metaphoi-s (II. 17. 6). It is writ ton in 
a very intelligible style, ornamented with litiTarv 
beauties, and full of illustrations in sujiporf of the 
doctrines expounded. ( II. IS. 3;) ) Having studied, 
understood and realised its philosophy, ones does not 
stand in need of any other performance for lilKu-ation. 
{ II, 18. 3.7 ). Haring learnt the luetiiod ot liln-Tation 
expounded in this work, even a child comes to realise 
the Self ( VI b. 21.7. 6 ). It brings all sullerings to an 
end, and gives a unique consolation to the heart 
( II. 10. 9 ). It leads one to the state of highiwt bliss 
which is beyond pleasure and pain ( II, 10. 7 ) lie 
who studies it daily comes to realise God-consciouancH.s 
( III. 8. 18 ), and becomes liberated even while living 
this life ( III. 8. 15 ). With the help of this work 
one crosses over the ocean of misery ( I. 2. 14 ). It is 
really a store of wisdom, and contains all that is best 
anywhere ( III. 8. 12 ).*' 

The gi’eatness, authoritativeness and value of 
Yogavasistha, are also evinced from the influence it has 
had in the history of Indian thought. A comparative 
study of Yogmasi^ha with Vfib/apadipa and 
Vairagya Saiaka of Bhartrhari, with tlui Mmiduhiu- 
karikas of Gaudapada, with Vivekack^ima^i, Apar- 
oksmubkMi, ^ataUoM, etc. of Aahkaracharya, and with 
Sure^waracharya will clearly reveal the 
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influence which Yogamsistha has exercised over these 
iUustrious thinkers of the Advaita school of thought. 
About ten centuries ago, in the first half of the 9th 
century A. D., the huge work was summarised into a 
Laghu Yogavasistha by Gauda Abhinanda of Kashmir. 
Since then it has become very popular and has inspired 
many writers on Yoga and Vedanta. Vidyaranya 
( Madhavachiirya ), a well-known writer of the first 
half of the fourteenth century, must have considered 
Yogamsistha, as a book of great authority, for he quotes 
it very often in his famous and widely read work, 
PaTtchadaSi, and his Jivanmnkti-vweka, is chiefly based 
on it, containing no less than 2.53 .slokas of it in 
support of its own thesis. Yogavdsislha has also been 
quoted in many other works, some of which are 
BhaUisUgant of Narayna Bhatta ( Vide Winternitz: 
GesehicMe der indischen Litteratm’, Vol. III. p. 443 
note ), in Hathayoga-pradipikii’ ( IV. 15, 22, 23, 56 
and ^1), RamagllU {Samadhi, IT , 23, 31, 32, etc.). 
Yedmta-siddmta-mukta'cali and Vijnandmrita etc. 

A careful study of the Minin' (fpanishads will reveal 
that a number of them are wholly or partially com- 
posed of .Slokas selected ve-rhatim from YogvMistha. 
(Vide our Paper — "Yogavdsistka and some of the Minor 
Vjpaniskccds” published in the Princess of Wales 
Sarasvati Bkavana Studies, 1933 ). All the six 
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chapters of the Maha Upanishad, except the first 
which is a small intrudiictory elitipter in pn^-se, wliicii 
contain no hiss than 5:');') slukas, all the live cliaplers 
of the Anuapurm (.pardml (:i:]7 slokas ) huf the 
introductory portion (17 slokas), the whole thi' 
Akii Upanisad, the main jwrtion of the Muktiktf. 
Upauisad, the titurth Chapter ol the Vanika 
Upauimd, oO slokas of the Aanwiiim I'puuistid. IK 
slokas Ol i\i‘ Sfindiljiif' I’panimi. A'> slokas of the

All the.se facts clearly indictite that Yogamm^.ha 
is one of the most inijwrtiint works of Indian rhilu.s«[jhy, 
and that in the history of Indian thought it has stotxl on 
equal footing with the Upanisadsmd the Bkagatadgita 
for the last one thousand years at least. 

Yet it is very strange that this important work 
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has been very much neglected by oriental scholars. 
There is, for example, not a single paragraph on the 
philosophy of Yogamsistha in the two admirable 
volumes of Prof. Eadhakrishnan’s Indian Philosophy. 
Prof. Das Gupta has not even mentioned the name of 
Yogamsistha in his first volume of A History of 
Indian Philosophy, where he devotes a long chapter 

to the philosophy of Gaiidapada and Shankara whose 
works were written much later than Yogamsistha, 
The learned author, it is gratifying, has, however, 
although not at the right place in the “ History of 
Indian Philosophy ”, devoted a chapter to the philo- 
sophy of YogarusiMha in his Vol 11. There is no men- 
tion of the name of Yogamsistha in the otherwise very 
excellent Bibliography of Indian Philosophy prepared 
by Prof. Vasudeva Abhyankara Shastri and appended 
to the Sarm-darsana-savigraha edited l)y him and 
puldished in the Bombay Government Oriental Hindu) 
Series There was hardly any work in any language 

dealing with the philosophy of Yogamsistha in a 
systematic, exhaustive and clear manner, from which a 
modern reader could have an exact idea of it, before 
the three small works of the present writer— 
msistha and Its Philosophy^ Yogamsistha and 
Modern Thought and Vasistha Darsanam appeared 
recently. 
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It is clue to this paucity of literature ou Yoari" 
msisfjia that there prevails a great deal of iguorauiH? 
and also of misunderstanding ahout tin* nature oi the 
work. Dr. Winteruitz, Di\ Fanpiliarand Prof. Padha- 
krishnan ( Vide iteschirhtv tier IJttr'mfnr, 

VoL III. p. 443; An OntHne of Hdhjiou^i IJfornfure (/ 
India p. 2*28 ; and Indian Pkilomphjt Vol. 11. p* 432 
footnote) have all regarded Yoiianishihn as a “religions 
(sectarian ) work as dii!erentiate<l from phikisophical. 
This view will he exploded after a caiihul >fndj of the 
work. It is a purely pliilosophieal work, writft*n in 
a jx)pukr but literary style. It is m no way interior to 
many works which are usually ac*eepted a> philu- 
sophical by the students of Indian Thi)iighL 



Chapter 11. 


The Probable date of Composition 
of Yogavasistha, 

The txadition about Yogmasistha is that it was 
composed by Vahniki, the reputed author of the 
Rama/yam. But tliere are obvious difficulties in 
accepting this view about the current Yogavasistha. 
Tliere is a close resemblance between the philosophy 
of this work and that of the Madhyamika and Yogachara 
schools of Buddhism. There is also a mention of the 
names of “Vijnana-vada” “yfinya vilda” and “Madhy' 
amika" etc. in the work ( V. 87. 18-20; III. 5, 6. ). 
This cannot lie cxplaind away as a mere interpolation, 
as the philosophy of the work would not remain what 
it is without the admixture of idealism and nihilism 
of the later Buddhism in it. The present work, 
YogavUsistha, could not, therefore, have been composed 
earlier than the close of the fifth century A. D. 
This conjecture is strengthened by the presence of 
the idea of a “Cloud-messenger” in VI. b. 119. 2-6 
of Yogavasistha, where the fiimous lyric of Kalidasa 
is beautifully summarised in three stanzas which 
contain some of the expressions of Kalidasa. The 
first chapter of the current Yogavmstha also indicates 
that this work is the outcome of many recensions of 
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aa earlier work of Yalmiki, which may Iw; the nucleus 
of it, but which is very diOicnlt to idtuitiiy now. h’lom 
the Anusassina Parva of the. Mdknhhitraia, indeed, 
it appears tliat there did exist Konie woik containin'^ 
the views of Vasistha which he had learnt from Ikahma 
(Compare MB, Ann, YI. 5-ft withYY, TI. 10). 

The few modern scholars who have written any- 
thing about the date of Yorirtrihutha, liave placed 
it at a very late date. Dr. J. N. Fan|uhar thinks that it 
was composed in the Dlth or the 14tli cmiturv 
{Religious Literature of India p. Prof. Shiva 
Piusad Bhattacharya thinks that it was coinjjosed in the 
lOth to 12th centuries. ( Tke Proceedings of the 
Madras Oriental Omferenee^ p. 554 ). Such a vi(jw 
cannot be accepted for the following reasons : — 

1. By the time of Yidyaranya (early 14th centuryl 
the work had become an authority. He (piotes it 
at many places in Pahehadasi and his Jivmmukti- 
viveka is imiinly based on it. Prof. Bhattocharya 
seems to be ignorant of this tact, for he stiys, “No 
writer or scholiast on Indian philosophy earlier than 
Vijnanabhikshu seems to use it as an authority 
( The Proceedings of tke Mad^'m Oriental Conference, 
p. 549 ). 

2. By the middle of the 9th century, the huge 
work, Yogamsistha, consisting of atout 32000 stanzas, 
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was summarised into a Laghi Yogavasistha or 
Yogmasi^hmara of some 6000 stanzas hj Gaiida Ablii- 
nanda of Kashmir. This fact is accepted by Dr. Keith 
( Catalogue, Bodlein Library, MvS 840 ) and by Dr. 
Winternitz ( Geschichte cler indiscken Litter atur, Vol. 
III. 444 ). Manuscripts of this work are found in all 
important libraries. It was puldished l}y the Niranaya- 
sagar Pi'ess, Bombay, in 1887. Prof. Bhattacharya 
was not aware of this fact even, when he wrote, “The 
LagUi Yogammtha or Mohhopayasdra which pre> 

supposes the bigger work is a work in 92 verses by 

a Bengali writer named Abhinanda . ...who is 

thus to be distinguished from t.he famous Gamla 
Abhinanda of Kashmir ( The Proceedings of the 
Madras Oriental Conference, p. 553 foot-note ), 

Dr. Winternitz has argued: “There is an al)l)reviated 
edition, Yogardsi^ha-^slmi of Gauda Abliinanda 
who lived in the middle of the 9th century. The 
Yogamstsiha must I)c older. As Sankara does not 
mention the work, it is prol)ably written by one of his 
contemporaries*’ ( Tr. G. I. L, VoL III. p. 444 ). 
There seems to 1)0 no strength in this argument, and this 
view foils to see how it could ho possiljlc for such a huge 
work to have been composed, become famous, studied 
and summarised within a few decades, in the age of 
manuscript publication and slow communication, bet- 
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ween the times of Sankara ( 820 A. D. ) and I Imn ja- 
pada ( “About the middle of the 9th (umtury”— 
Konow: Karpuramanjari, HOS, \'ol. I\', p. 197 ). 

Prof. Bhattacharya has argued; “The I’eference to 
the school of Vedanta philosophy a.s the “Veduiitins” 
or “Vedantavadins” would take us to tlu* time of tiie 
great Sankaracharya” (The Prc.eedings, p. ho-'/ Tht.‘ 
word “Vedanta” is yery old. It occurs in the i]fi(iiilaha 
(III. 2. 6) and the SutaimUmi (IV. 22) TpauuhaiU. 
There is sufficient indication in the Miiud-nbia-l'iinkfisi 
( II. 31 ) of Gaudapada that there did exist even lung 
before &hkara thinkera who expounded the philusuphy 
of the Vedanta. There is no reason why they should 
not hare been called “Vedantins” or “\'edanfavadins”. 

On the other hand, there are some grounds to hold 
that YogmmMha is prior to Sankara: 1. It is a work 
on Advaita philosophy, yet the tcchniail terms of 
Sankara, that have Ijeen used by all the |X)Ht-Sankara 
writers on the Advaita philosophy, are quite unknown 
to the author of Yogamsistha ( Vide our Yogtmi- 
siHha and Its Philosophy, p 12 ). 2. There is loo niiich 
ofadmixtm-e of Buddhist ideas in the thought of thi> 
workto.be tolerated by a post-, Sankara W'danti.-.!, 
3. The philosophy of Yogamsistha is in a nchulous 
form; it lacks in the fixed and clear cut concepts of 
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Sankara and his followers. 4. The anthoi' of Yogam- 
sistha does not defend his philosophical position by 
arguments or by quoting the scriptures, nor does he 
criticise others, but- the tendency of Sankara and his 
followers was quite oj)poscfl to this. From tin' 
time ot Gautlapfida an<l Sankara, the Sruti has been 
regarded as the supreme and mufuestionable source of 
the doctrines of Vedanta, but. we do not find this 
tendency or tenet mYogmashifia. For Vasistha In- 
tuition is the ultimate source of all kuo\vledge (III. 42. 
15; III. 19. 1(5 ), and he wo\dd accept the “reasonable” 
statement of even a child and would reject the “un- 
reasonable” statement of even the Creator ( Brahma ) 
( 11. IB. 9 ). (5, A careful and comjairatire study ol' the 
poetical works of Hankara, namely, Vivehachudamani, 
AparoUmiihhuti, and Hata'doJd etc. with Yogtasistha, 
clearly reveals that .Sankara was not only infiuenced 
by Yogamsiil/ui, but iml)ibed its jfiiilosophy thoroughly 
and composed many vei'ses which are almost identcal 
with the i^lokas of Yogawmika. We have been able 
to collect more than a hundred such iSlokas ( vide our 
Yogmdsistka and Its Philosophy, p. 12-1:1). Of the two, 
Yogavdsinha cannot bo regarded as the liorrower, as 
the technical terms of Sarikai'a are conspicuous l>y their 
al)SGnce in it. 


A study of tiic Kdrikds of Gaudapada clearly re- 
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veals that the , Advaitas philosopliy that existcil liefure 
the advent of Sankara was more akin to the philusopliy 
of Yogavasistha than to that of Saiikara and his 
followers. There is much that is common l.ietwccn the 
thought of Yogmasi^ha and of the Kun'kag ( \ ide our 

paper “Gaudapada and Vasistha’’ in the J’rnrcciliiig.i 
of the Indian Philosophical Congress, Bomhay). Now, 
of the two, we regard Yogatashiha, as the earii(>r for 
the following reasons. 1. Gaudapada refers to an earlier 
school of thinkers whom he calls '‘\'edantemric,ha- 
ks^dk” ( II. 31 ), “taUvamdlih" ( II. 34 ), "huddhuh'' 

( IV. 88 ) and “ndyaMh» (IV. 98). The \ iews r('llt‘red 
to them are strikingly similiar to those of YwariiKi^t/ta. 
2. The Karikas are not an indepeiKient treat is(M)n 
the Advaita philosophy. They are a sort of (Haunien- 
tary on the Mmduhya Upanishad in aet‘or(lanee wit h a 
particular school of thought. On the otluT iiand, 
Yogmdsistha gives us a philosophy whicli Vasi.d.lia is 
said to have directly learnt from the the Creafur and 
verified in his own experience. ( V. II. 10 ). 3, Tla; 
KdriMs represent a later phase of the Advaita school of 
thought, when it had become critical, hostile and jx)k‘- 
mical towards other schools of thought, whereas Ynga- 
msistha represents the earlier phase, when it exited in 
harmony with it sister philosophies, looking at them 
from a higher point of view of harmony and synthesis. 
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( VIb. 38.4; ra. 96. 49-53; VI b. 130. 2; V. 87. 
18-20 ). In this respect Yogamsistha is nearer to the 
Upanishads and the Bhagvccdgita, than the Karikas 
and the works of Sankara and his followers are. 
With reference to this spirit of the work, Prof. 
Bhattacharya has remarked', “The nature of the ideal 
and the temperament could not be thought in 
Buddhist India before the day of the Pala kings of 
Bengal’' ( The Proceedings of the Madras Oriental 
Conference, p. 5'51 ). A study of Bana’s HdrsachcM’ita, 
however, will convince the reader that in the first 
half of the 7 th century, such a mentality was an 
actuality in the Madhyade^a (now known as the 
Unitetl Provinces ). We have simply to recall what 
Harsa saw at the hermitage of Divakara Mitra, where 
the followers of all faiths were living in mutual love 
and regard. We have no need of going to the reign 
of the Pala kings of Bengal. 

There is also a positive evidence to the effect that 
a philosophy like that of Yogamsistha did exist in 
India before the time of f^ankara and Gaudapada. It 
is evident from two verses ( III. 4'7 and VI. 4 ) of 
Bhas'abhuti’s Uttara-RTmcharita and from the works 
of Bhartrhari — Viikyapadiya and Vairagyasataka. The 
term “vivarta’’ used by Bhavabhuti is found neither 

in the Wpmuhads nor in the BhvtgmcedgW, Qauda- 
3 
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pada has not used it, Bliavaldiuti could not 
learnt it from Sankara who came after him, it is a 
term used in Yogamsiiiha and in Vdhinpmliga of 
Bhartrhari The similes used by Bla'n'abliiiti in 
connection with the idea of '‘vivarta” arc jirola-cly 
used in FoiyafcasisiAa. There seems to lie no reason 
why Yogmasidha could not have existed lielore 
Bhavabhuti. 

This belief is very much strengtlu-ned by a 
comparative study oiYorimmistha with Vukgfipndijm 
and Vairaggasataka of Bharf rhari. There arc some 
verses common to them ( Vide our Yogariifitlkn and 
Its Philosophy, p. 16 footnote). The main reason why 
we hold that Yogavasistka is prior to Bhartrhari 
is that the doctrine of “Sabda Brahma” whieli is th(‘ 
main theme of Bhartrhari’s Vdhyapadlya is unknown 
to Yogmasistha. It is a doctrine which should have 
been mentioned in YogavS^isiha at many places, had 
its author been acquainted with it. Bhartrhari is 
believed by modern writers to have died in 650 A. I). 
Yogmasistha must have existed before him. It has 
already been said that it must have been composed 
after the time of Kalidasa. Hence wo may place it 
after Kalidasa and before Bhartrhari, i, e. somewliere 
in the 6th century A. D. 

, This view of ours has been accepted by eomo of 
the greatest Orientalists. Dr. Keith writes in a 
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letter, It geems clear that you have proved it before 
Sankara’S date, and there seems to be a good case for 
placing it before Bhartrhari.” JJr. AVinternit^!: writes, 
'‘The arguments for your date oi Yogamsktha are 
certainly deserving of most earnest consideration and 
I shall have to return to tlioin for the English version 
of Vol. Ill of my Jlistorg of Indian IJUratiire?^ 
Dr. Schroder writes, " I am inclined to congratulate 
you on your having proved that Yogmsipfia is earlier 
than Sankara and possibly even Gandapfida.” Dr. 
Stschertratsky writes, " Prof. Atroya lias l)j’ought the 
problem very near to its final solution.’’ 



Chiaptei* III 


A brief outline of the Philosophy 
of Yogavasistha. 

The author of Yoymasutha pr(>.seufs to us t he 
doctrines that Eamachandra, the hero ot’tlie liaiiia- 
yana, is supposed to have been taught by his pn-ccptor, 
Vasistha. Eamachandra, while still a lK)y, 1 logins to 
reflect on the nature of things and finds them unsatis- 
factory, irrational, transitary and illusory. As a con- 
sequence, he is overpowered by pessimism, iiaina’s 
father having been informed of his son’s mental {Con- 
dition, calls him in the presence of Vasistiia lHd{)re 
whom Ramchandra gives vent to hi.s thoughts and 
feelings thus 

What use is there of our living here when %vo are 
all born to die ? Life is momentary and fastly {kwcs 
away. It is a doll in the hands of death. Our mind 
is so restless that it never finds lasting re{K>s(i 
in anything. Our desires are insiitiato and ahvay> 
jump from one object to another. The Ixxly is an 
abode of disease and suffering. Childhood is lx;.set 
with want of strength and wisdom. Youth, in itselt 
evanescent, makes our minds polluted. In youth we 
become slaves to the beauty of women, which appears 
charming only for a shortwhile. but soon turns out 
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■destructive of health and happiness. There is none 
vehona old age does not .overcome. Our existence is 
a mere mockery. Our enjoyments are the .source 
■of our own pain, and our desires and ambitions 
allure us to our ruin. Our own senses are our enemy. 
The ^endour of all objects is ephemeral. Thus there 
is nothing in life in which a sensible man can find 
solace. “I, therefore, want to know if there is any 
state of existence attainable, which is above the 
suffeiiiigB and sorrows of life.” 

Having heard all this, Vasistha began by telling 
Eamchandra that true and lasting happiness which 
■every man seeks for does not reside in the things of the 
earth. Objects of our enjoyment appear to be pleasant 
■only when we have a desire for them. But there is a 
real pleasure, joy or happiness which is felt when 
there is no desire for any object in our mind ; it is the 
abiding bliss belongiing to the very natirre of 
our Self, for which we have to go nowhere out- 
side. It is on account of the ignor-ance of the Self 
and consequently of the false knowledge of the world 
that we suffer from all sorts of pain. But there is a 
way out of this wrong vision, and it consists in the 
right investigation into the nature of the Self and 
the world. 

Before one starts to acquire aaiy thing, one mu^ be 
convinced cf the fact that the sole detendKing factor 
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in any achieTement is one’s owu exertion. TIuh* who 
vainly depend upon fate for getting the desin.'d 
and so neglect seif-effort, arc their own eneniy. Tiioy 
depend upon a thing which neither esisis nor d(X'- 
anything. For fate is a nonentity. ( )nr fate is not liing 
but the inevitable consequence of our own alr(‘;tdy 
accomplished efforts. Actions performed i»y ns in tiio 
former life determine our destiny in the next. .So, tin* 
so called fate can be easily overcome by our prc'imt 
efforts. For, of the two influences, flu* present i-* 
naturally superior to the past, because the past iiu' 
already been determined, but the present is still 
under our control. - 

There are four preliminary requiretnunts which a 
man desirous’ of knowing the Sell .shouki have in order 
that he may easily succeed in his efforts, nanu'iy, Con- 
tentment, Peace of Mind; Association with the 'Wise 
and Eational' Investigation. Of these, the last is the 
most important. For, by no other way, does (uie 
directly come to the knowledge of the truth than 
through one’s own thinking and experience. In fact, 
there is no other means of knowing the Self than our 
own intuition, without which we can have no eoncej)- 
tion of it. 

: The fact of knowledge, according to Vasi§tha, pres- 
supposes that behind the variety and plurality of objects. 
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perceived iu the world, there is an all-embracing Unity. 
All relations presuppose some identity behind the rela- 
ted things. And knowledge, specially, can have as its 
object only that which is homogeneous with it in nature. 
Consequently, all objects along with the perceiving 
sulijects, are modifications of an all-inclusive Conscious- 
ness, Brahman. 

The objective world is a manifestation of mind. It 
is a system of ideas, a display of mentation. Everything 
is a creature of mind as the dream-objects are. It is 
evident from the fact that the yogis do not experience 
anything at all when they bring their mind to rest. 
Time is a relation of succession of one idea after another. 
It is also a product of mind’s imagination, and is rela- 
tive to the flow of ideas. Space is also a relation tjf 
co-existence of ideas, and so, is relative to the activity 
of the mind. The stability, fixity and regular order of 
the world are also, like those of the dream-world, ' duo 
to the imaginal activity of the mind. 

On this view, there is little or no difference betw(Kiu 
the real ( waking ) world and the world of dream, with 
regard to tlie quality of their contents. Both are alike 
in nature, and as tong as each lasts, it givfe.s us the same 
sense of reality and stability as the other. 

Every individual know.s and perceives what is within 
his own mind. No mind jmoives aught but its own 
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ideas.. So the world-appearance has arisen in every 
mind individually; and every mind has the jwwer t o 
manufactui'e and change its own world. But \:isistha 
is not a mere subjective idealist. He acliiiits t he |)lu- 
rality of minds and also a common world of exj jcricm'i^, 
which in its original form is an ideal construction in 
the Cosmic Mind which he calls Brahma. Both these 
views are reconciled by him thus: The idcjis manu- 
factured in the mind of Brahma are the common objects 
of experience to us all, although in our own minds they 
enter as om.' own ideas. And every mind, being the 
manifestation of the same Cosmic Mind, is cmfsible of 
representing within itself other individTial hlinds ak) 
as ideas within itseE The common ideas of us all 
give us the appearance of a common world. 

There is another very interesting aspect of Vawstha’s 
idealism, namely, that tJjere are worlds within worlds 
ad infinitum. Whatever is thought ot by the mind, 1x5 it 
cosmic or individual, becom®, in its own turn, a eonti-e 
of imaginative activity, L e., a mind, the creator of its 
own objective world. In every universe, thus, are 
contained millions of other worlds^ and this proa'ss 
goes ou ad infiuitum. 

All the olgediye sBcarlds sae not, howefer, of the 
.ame nature and contents. Some of them are prdimbly 
entirely similaxj some partially similar, and others are 
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quite different from one another. But every woiid- 
evolution is followed by an involution. Xhe .evolutian 
of an objective world within .a mind proceeds in the 
same way as in a dream. The dynamic force behind 
the manifestation of all objects in the world is Besire. 
Imagination actuated by a desire assumes the forms of 
objects of enjoyment, on the one hand, and of the sense- 
organs and The body on the other. Involution of a 
world experience sets in when the desire to enjoy 
objects ceases to operate. 

This standpoint of idealism saves us from many false 
conceptions regarding our life. Death is one of them 
In death there is nothing really to be afraid of. Evan 
if death could bring about the total dissolution 
oi a person, it would be a desirable consumation, 
for, in that case, death would mean the cessation of 
all sorrows and suflerings. But, in reality, such a 
total extinction of tire personality does not occur. 
iSouIs bound to their desires are led from one body to 
another in endless succession, and death is only a 
change of experience. A body being dead, the vital 
airs ( pra'^as ) leave it and float in the atmospheric 
air, with the seeds of desises that have yet. to imetify 
within them. Then, having recovered from tlie stAte 
of insensibility produced by death, after some time, the 

raiads of Uie dead begin to expcn’imce vmom kiwis of 
4 
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other worlds in accordance with their respecf ivt.‘ df>iiv>, 
beliefs and merits. Having cnjoj'ed the bliss ot heaven 
or the torments of hell, deserved by th(.‘ni, they are 
again attracted to this world on account of their 
previous Icarmas and unfnliilled desires. It is only 
those persons who have realized tlndr identity with tin’ 
Absolute Eeality and have become liberated in th ar 
life that, having given up their physical botly, do not 
undergo any further experience of the world, because 
all their desires having been given up, tliey Imve no 
desires to fructify. After the death ol their jihysical 
bodies, they attain the state of Nirvana, which means 
the total extinction of separated individtial existence. 
They merge in Brahman, the Absolute Reality, which 
is the Self of us all. Death thu.s does not iiieaii tltc total 
extinction of everything within us It is only tlui 
dissolution of the physical body that is brought about 
by death. Death is a change in our worid-c‘XjH;ricneo 
due to our desires. It is also jmsible, aeeonling tt) 
Vasistha, for us to conquer death to a great (ixteut. 
Death does not easily approach those who keep them- 
selves above sorrows, cares and anxieties ; who are nut. 
slaves to their changing moods and passions. TIkwc 
who are pure in heart and character can live as long 
as they like. 

As minds, we have got a tremendous |x>wcr at our 
command. Whatever the mind thinks of and Itelieves 
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intensely comes to happen. The mind is the seed of the 
world and the nave of the wheel of life. Creation and 
dissolution are the rising and setting of its activities. 
Every individual mind is the master of its destiny and 
the maker of its body and circumstances. There is no 
other agency but our own mind that gives us our desired 
objects. The Mind creates the body from its own 
imagination, and can change the form of the body by 
its own intense and repeated imagination. It can cure 
all the physical ailments of the body by its harmonious 
and healthy thoughts, because all physical disorders Iiave 
their origin in mental disorder, according to Vasistha. 
It is in the power of every one to continue well and 
young as long as one wills to do so. For, whatever 
the mind determines to experience no other agency 
can withstand. Bondage and freedom are also the 
states of mind and are determined liy it. Bondage or 
suffering is due to our wrong belief that we are finite 
beings, h’reedom from ignorance and wrong beliefs, 
and the conviction of our being one with the Al)solute 
Reality constitute Liberation. The Kingdom of 
Heaven and the Home of Happiness are within us. 
The moment we attain the peace of mind, the entire 
universe is changed for us. 

It is one and the same mind that assumes various 
forms and is called by various names on account of its 
different functions. It is called buddhi ( intellect )‘, 
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■when it knows something .definite^ ; ahahkam ((.‘go), 
when it assumes for itself a distinct individual cxis- 
tencje ; chitta, when it displavs fickleness ; karma 
activity ), when it is moved towards a desired cmd ; 
kalpam ( ima^nation ), when if thinks of some' 
desired object; msam (desire) wkem it longs for 
some object ; indripas { sense-organs ), when it revtials 
external objects to the Self; and prakrti (matter), 
because it creates olgects out of itself. In fact 
everything that we know, is, acccading to Vasistha, a 
form of min<3. 

We have already noted .that there are inaumerabh* 
minds. They all have their Qr%in in the (Josniic Mind. 
The Jatter has its origin in the Absolute Consoiouauess. 
Tram the Absolute .EeaJity, which is like a calm o(;ean, 
the Brahma (Cosmic Mind) ^ng up like a wava The 
rise of the Cosmic Mind in the Alrsolute Cunscious&em 
is not due to any external agency, is not detemunod 
ty -any previous kstrnm, and is not due to any purpose 
to be achievecL The Creative activity which mamfests 
itself in the Cosmic Mind is inherent in the Absolute 
Beality. It works -quite ^ntaneously. Before the 
rise <of the Cosmic Mind the law of karma does not 
operate, according to Vasi§tha. Eveiy areatioa « a 
new creaMon. The law of kaxauL, however, he^uiB to 
hind an individual the verymomeat he (begins to hve 
a Ufe sepametiQn .aneddi^iaotioD fruHU the neaUtf m a 
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Whole. But, however an individual may think himself 
to be separate from the Absolute, he is in reality ever 
identical with It, for he is a manifestation of Its 
Creative Power. 

The Absolete and Its Creative Power, again, are. 
not two realities. The Creative Power of the Absolute 
is ever identical with the Absolute. When the Power 
is active, it may falsely assume a separate reahty for 
itself, but when it turns back to its Source, it merges 
therein and becomes undifferentiated. In that case 
the creation comes to an end. 

It is very difficult to say anything about the 
essential nature of the Absolute. It is above all' our 
concepts and categories which hold good in. our 
experience. We cannot, for example, say whether 
the Absolute Reality is one or many ; self or not-self ; 
^irit or matter ; conscious or unconscious. All that 
can be said about the Absolute, by those who have not 
yet directly realised It, is that It is the all-embracing 
and all-powerful Reality which manifests Itself in all 
things. It is the .subtlest of the .subtle and the 
groaseht of the gross. It is that from which all things 
arise, that in which all things exist, and that to which 
all things return. It is the ultimate Self of us all. 

The test of reality is eternal persistence. That 
which has a beginning or an end cannot bo said to bo 
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real. Nothing in the world is ahsolutely real acfoniing 
to this test of reality, for everything cunu's inin 
existence and goes out of it. The Ahsohite alone 
real. The world is only an appearance, a jilienonietion. 
It is real only relatively to the individual wlioc.xpi'rienri's 
it and for the time when it is being expericiu'iHi. it 
is like a dream or a mirage. 

In Itself, the Absolute Reality is above all eliange-i, 
divisions, differentiations and relations. .-Ml these 
things are relative and fall within the .\bsulute. Ihit 
the Absolute in Itself is free irom them. If is <li>- 
tinotionless, homogeneous Reality, wliich is Conscious- 
ness and Bliss through and through. For the .'Mesolute 
as such, there is no creation, no destruction: no 
bondage or freedom ; no change ; no evolul ion or 
involution. All these things arc rehitively real, Imt 
quite unreal from the point of view of the AUsoIiite. 

To.realise the Absolute standpoint is the ideal foi- 
those who want to be free from the ndsenes of lilc and 
death. The only method of realising the Absolute stand- 
point is to know the Truth, and to live accordingly. 
This experience does not dawn upon anyone through 
merely the grace of any god or teacher. No god or tea- 
cher can confer liberation on one who is not disciplined 
through his own right thinking. No renunciation of 
any kind of actions is required for the purpose. Know- 
ledge is the only requisite for liberation. 
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But knowledge should not remain a mere belief; 
it should become a living experience. This can be 
done through constant practice (abhj^fisa) in Yoga. 
Yoga in Yogamsidha means the method of freeing one- 
self from the misery of life and death. It consists in 
imagining oneself to be identical 
with the Absolute, Manolmja—ma'gmg the mind in 
the Absolute and Prav^nirorlha—%to\)]Ang the activity 
of the vital airs. Any one of them or all these methods 
may be practised by the aspirant to realise the Ab- 
solute point of view and conesequently to free oneself 
from the .sufferings of individuality and finitude. 

The com])ietion of this Yoga of Self-realisation 
requires prolonged effort on the part of the aspirant. 
Several stages — seven according to Yogmasi^ha — ^may 
be marked on the progressive path of the realisation of 
the Absolute Experience by an individual. The first of 
them is SubheGhchha — the dawm of the desire to be 
liberated; the second is investigation into 

the nature of reality; the third is Tammmasa —puri- 
fication ( lit. thinness ) of the mind; the fourth is 
SaUvUpaiti~m{x\mtioxx of the pure Being ( of the Self 
within); the fifth is Anasakti— rising above attachment 
to objects; the sixth is Padarthatha/cana—realis&tion 
of the unreality or non-existence of the objects in the 
Absolute; and the seventh is the Ttirgd (the fourth 
state of Experience) — realisation of the Absolute Ex- 
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perience which is so unique that It (‘unnof he irivfui th^ 
name of waking, dream or sleep, f laving realised thi,^ 
experience, one becomes liberated 

The person who has become liberat(‘d and is yet 
living iu this world is calletl a Jmmfmikta--- He or 
(for. women too according to YoffamsiMka van bc^ libe- 
rated) is the happiest person on the eai’th. The y 
muUa is neither delighted in prosperity nor dejtrcfed 
in distress. Outwardly discbuirging all tlic dutiiJrf of lik\ 
he is free within. He is free from the iKjnds of caste and 
creed, and is polite and friendly to all alike. Hi^ m busy 
with the affairs of life, but is free from desirifs. I f e has 
nothing to attain, nor has he anything to givt^ iq;. Ho 
enjoys solitude even in the midst of worldly activities, 
and is always above the turmoils of life. 

Suchi is in brief the philosophy of Vasi^iba taught 
to Rama in Yogmmi^ha. Our Vmwlka^rmnmm is a 
detailed and systematic presentation of it in the langti- 
ago of the author himself. 



Chapter IV 

The Stories of Yogavasistha 

The way in which the author of Yogamsistka 
tries to impress his doctrines on the mind of his 
readers is first to enunciate them with appropriate 
similes and metaphors, and then to relate a story 
by way of illustration. There are no less than 
55 such illustrative stories in the work. Some of these 
stories are mere epic similes or small allegories, 
while others are really interesting stories. The main 
dialogue of Vasistha and Eama itself is presented in 
the form of an illustrative story in the present scheme 
of the work. With regard to many of the stories, it is 
very difficult to say whether there is any historical 
truth in them. It is very likely that most of them 
are the creation of the author’s own imagination. Here 
we propose to have a, bird’s eye-view of all the stories 
of Yogavasistha in the order in which they occur in 
the work. 

The Story of the Vairagya Frakarana. 

t The storg of the recensions of Yogmlmsika. 

There was a Brfihmana Sutiksna by name. There 
arose a doubt in his mind as to whether performance 
of one’s duties or pursuit of knowledge was the way to 
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liberation. To solve this problem, he upproacheii 
Agasti. The latter, having answered his (jiioif ion. 
him the following story: Once Agnivesya saw his .'«(in 
sitting idle with a doubt in his mind as to whefher aclioii 
or its renunciation led one to mok.?a. In order to sin iw 
him the right path he told his son the following stor\ . 
Once a fairy, named Suruclii, while sitting on one of 
the peaks of the Himalayas, haj)j)ened to se(‘ a mC'S- 
enger of Indra passing along that way. Sin* asked him 
where he' was coming from. In reply, the im'sscnger 
told her that he was coming from the hermitage of fie 
sage Valmiki', where he had e.scortcd, by tin* order of fiis 
master Indra, a king, Ariatanomi who was desiious of 
knowing the way of attaining liheration. The sage Val- 
miki, the mes-senger continued, recited to the king an 
old composition of his own, in which he had reeonled 
the teachings of Vasistha to his pupil, prince Itama- 
chanclra of Ayodhya, and which was, imiuofliately after- 
its composition, recited by him ttr Bharadwaja. 'I’lie 
messenger repeated to the fairy all that the sage had 
taught to the king. 

The Stories of the Mumuksu Prakarana 

A The story of §uka, the son of Vyasn:— 

This story is told to illustrate the character of a 
true aspirant. 
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Once Snka, tlie son of the great Vyasa, becomes 
desirous of knowing the Truth and approaches his 
father. The latter asks him to see the king Janaka. 
He accordingly goes to the city of Janaka and gives 
notice of his arrival at the gate of the ])alace. The 
king gets the information, but wishing to test the 
mentality of his guest, docs not receive him until the 
seventh day, Suka does not at all mind the apparent 
disregard and remains standing at the gate with a 
balanced mind. On the eighth day the king welcomes 
riuka very warmly and lodges him in his own harem 
which is full of captivating damsels. They attend upon 
the guest by the order of the king and feed him on very 
tasteful and sumptuous meals. In the midst of all 
these circumstances, however, the young sage remains 
unmoved at heart, and does not at all iall a prey to 
the temptation and attachment of worldly pleasures, 
but persists in his intense desire to know the Truth, 
which the king, having sufliciently tested his fitness, 
gladly t eaches him. 

The story of Hrahim's teaching to Fasidha:— 

When Brahma had created the world, he fore- 
thought that there would be pain and suffering in 
it as a result of ignorance. He, therefore, wanted 
to create some remedy for the evil that would arise 
out of the ignorance of the creatures. He meditated, 
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and by his creatite imagination brought iort h \ asi-jl lia. 
whom he taught the Science of Peace and diijuitcd 
to India to teach it to the fit and needy. 

The stories of the Otpatti Prakrana, 

4. The story of Akasaja : — 

This story illustrates that Brahuui is iH’yond the 
clutches of death. 

There was aBiiihmana nanu’d .Vka.stja. Tlu* Ltird 
of Death often wished to destroy him, but provs'd 
unsuccessful in his attempts. The reason was t hut 
he could find no karmas that bound the Brahmana. 
It is due to such karmas alone that om* falls a pn'v 
to death. 

5. The stm’y of Lila: ~ 

It is one of the most interesting stories of the 
work. It is told to illustrate the tiltimafe ideality 
of the universe, the nature of death and after-death 
experience, relativity of time and sj)<acc, (’xisfeiat! 
of worlds within worlds, the power of <iesirc 
and thought, and equality of man and wuniati in 
acquiring supernatural powers. 

Lila is the wife of. a kingPadma. Bho is very 
intensely devoted to her husband. Being anxious 
to keep her husband alive for ever, she enquires of the 
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priests of lier comt whether there is any method by 
which her husband can be made immortal, and 
learns from them that it is impossible. She then 
propitiates Saraswati ( the goddess of learning ) and 
gets a boon through her that if her husband would 
ever die, his soul should never go out of her own 
room. The goddess was very much pleased with her 
devotion, and promised to manifest herself whenever and 
wherever she would require her. In the course of time 
Padma dies. Lila is left in intense mourning. A voice 
from the void, however, assures her that the soul of the 
king is within the room where he died, and advises her 
to preserve the corpse until the departed soul vivifies 
it again after some time. Lila is very much surprised 
and remembers the gofldess who, according to her 
promise, instantaneously appears before her. Lila 
implores the goddess to show her the present ex- 
periences of the deceased king in his new world. For 
the purpose of enabling her to see the other worlds, 
the goddess teaches Lila the existence of various 
planes, penetrating one another and existing quite 
unperceived by the inhabitants of other planes. She 
teaches her also the method of seeing and visiting the 
various worlds interpenetrating our world, and takes 
her to the present world of her husband’s experience, 
whei-e he is seen as a young king of sixteen years ruling 
over a mighty kingdom. Lila becomes wonder-struck. 
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Bat Saraswati makes her more so, hy teHiim' her tli(‘ 
story of her and her husband’s previons cxi-tfaiee tliu-: 
In a small hut in another M'orld, there ii\'ed a 
Brahmana named Vasistha, with his wilif Arnndhati, 
who got also a similar boon to keep the hjuI of her 
husband confined within her hut after his death. One 
•day, after haring witnessed a pompous procession <if a 
king and wishing to be born a king, the jKror Braliniana 
died. His wife, being unable to bear the pangs ol 
separation from her husband, burnt herself with the 
body-of her husband. Saraswati told Tala that all thi< 
had happened only a week ago, and that the Brahman 
pair was born as the king Padraa and his wife I.iiu in 
the world where he died after having lived a long life 
leaving Lila alone. lalii does not Ireliove tins story. 
The goddess, to convince Lila of the tact, takes her to 
that world and makes her verify the fact from a son 
of the deceased pair. Through meditation now Lila 
remembers all her previous births since her origin from 
the Creator. Both Lila, and Saraswati now return to 
the present world of the king who Is now <,-ull6(i 
Viduratha, and find him in his 70th year. His pre.^’ent 
wife is also called Lila. ( Let ns call her Lila 11 ), 
They manifest themselves before the king in hi.s 
private apartment and mysteriously remind him of his 
previous existence as, Padma. He entertains a desire 
to be Padma again. Lila 11 .propitiates Saraswati to 
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confer a boon upon lier to be her husband’s wife in his 
next life also. After some time there arises a war in 
-ivhich flic kiny Yicluratha is killed. His soul, which 
was present throughout in the room where the corpse 
of Padma was lying, now re-enters the dead body and 
lo 1 it rises again as the king Padma, and finds standing 
before him his two wives, namely, Lila I and Lila II, 
with whom he lives happily for a long time again in 
the world whore he died some time ago. 

(i. The stmj o/Karkapi — 

This story illustrates that there is fear or danger 
in this world only for the ignorant, but the wise who 
can solve the riddle of the universe and knows the 
true nature of the Reality behind it, is free from 
all danger’s. 

There was a huge and gluttonous cannibal-woman 
named Karkati in a northern valley of the Himfilayas. 
She found much difficulty in appeasing her hunger on 
account of her abnormal size. She, therefore, under- 
went penances and through the boon of Brahma got 
herself reduced to the size of a needle { pin ). There- 
after she was called VimchiM (suchi = needle). After 
some time she repents of her action, for with this 
minute size she could enjoy only a little drop of the 
blood of her prey. Through another course of penance 
she got her former size back, but on the condition that 
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she should prey upon the ignorant alone. In onier 
that she may be able to distinguish ln'twecn the 
•wise and the ignorant, to kill the latter and to 
spare the former, she formed a set of qm'stitnis wlsinii 

she put to all whom she came across. Once u Kirata 

(some forest tribe) king of the vicinity hapirned 
to be seen by her in a forest. The eannii«l-wumnn 
put the questions to him and, to her surjiri^f. he 
rephed to all of them quite satisfactorily, a.s he was a 
wise man. She let him alone. As advised by the king, 
she gives up her huge and ugly foriu and a-s-'innes a 
charming and handsome appearance. The king now 
allows her to stay in his own p^^lace. There, she was 
fed on the bodies of the criminals and outlaws of the 
state and lived quite peacefully. 

7. The story of the sons 0 / Indu : — 

This story illustrates the creative power of Thought. 

Near the KailaSa mountain there lived a Braihniana, 
named Indu, On his death, his ten sons met toget her 
to think out the best way to commemorate the deal h 
of their beloved father. They deckled that every one 
of them should become a creator of a world by exer- 
cising the creative power of his thought. All of them 
sat in meditation, and through the force of their 
imagination and affirmation, they actually evolved 
into ten creators of ten world-systems. 
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S. The story of Indra andAkalya : — 

This story illustrates how pleasure and pain depend 
on the determination and attitude of the mind, and 
to what extent the I)ody becomes anaesthetic to all 
external tortures if the mind is strongly attached 
to and fixed on something else. It also illustrates 
that the determination of the mind is a proof against 
all external coercion. 

In the province of Magadha there lived a king 
named Indradyumna. He had an exceedingly beautiful 
wife, Ahalya. She fell in love with a man, Indra 
who was young and very handsome. He lived in the 
same town and loved her very much in return. As 
soon as the king came to know of their love, he began 
to dissuade her. But she • was mad after her lover 
Indra, and preferred to undergo all sorts of tortures 
to abandoning her love. The king, then, punished 
them both in the severest ways possible. But the 
mutually loving pair remained unmindful of all the 
pains that their bodies had to undergo, for their minds 
were so deeply set on each other that they did not 
feel bodily pain at all The king ultimately banished 
them out and they continued to live together, not in 
that life only, but also in many others that followed. 

//, The story of Mind : — 

It is an allegory showing the self-torturing nature 

of the mind,

in a dense forest without any aim nr 

10. The story of the three unborn nhihlrrn-.— 

This story is told to illustrate the ah-oltili* nnre.dii v 
of the world. 

A mother once told the following' story to her 
child. In a city which never existed, tliere livei! three 
princes, two of whom were never born and t he t.hird 
never entered the womb of any mot her. They onee 
went out and took their bath in threi' rivers, two ot 
which were already dried up and the third noi'i'r hml 
any water at all. There they stayed in three iemsts, 
two of which never existed and the thinl wa.s not yet, 
built. Then they invited three guests, two of whom 
had no mouth and the thii-d no stomach. The story 
goes on in this way. 

11. The stm'y of a Magician -. — 

This story is told to illustrate the theory that 
events which took several years to exteur in a parti- 
cular time-space order, can be identically represented 
in any mind’s experience within a few moments. It 
illustrates ideality and relativity of all things, tinse 
and space. 
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In the t'ttiU'u-Pan<iu\a (•ouiifry tlinv livnl a kin;.-- 
named Lava na. Urn'c a maydeian cami' to hi- court 
and got permission from him to diow hi' woudcrtiil 
])owors. He hejian liy vvaviuef his I»nnch uf peacock 
feathers hoibi’G the kini^, and in a moment tin' kin-.' 
was hypnotised. Within a few moment' of Id' 
hypnosis the kine; experienced fine foilowin^ iotiy'' 'CidO' 
of events: A very tine liorse is sent to him a present 
by some feudatory chief. He rides the hoi'C whieii 
goes out ol control and runs with him to a vi>rv distant 
forest. The king, feeling very much trouhha! by him, 
wishes to get rid of him, and so he cat ches hold uf a 
branch of a tree under which the horse hapjauH'd to 
pass. The horse runs away, leaving the king alone 
wandering in the fore.st. While ho is feeling very 
hungry and extremely thirsty, a (Ihiinylula girl is seen 
by him carrying .some food for her father who wu' 
working in a held nearby. Tlie king reipiesfs her to 
give him a portion of it. iShe Iksls him only on his 
promise of beeoming lur hn.sliand. ami fakes him 
to her tafhf'r with who.se consent she marries him, 
The king lives like ii Chandala in the Chumiala fantii} 
and brotherhood, (sating and enjoying .all sorts of filthy 
things, ilo brings forth a numher of <’hildren and 
lives up to a pretty long age. One('. unfortunately there 
occin-s a terrible famine in the country, and in spiff‘ 
ofhis lest efforts, he i.s unable to maintain his l.ig 
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family, and so he commits suicide by thro\vin,!j; luin-clf 
into fire. Immediately he wakes up from his hypnotic', 
trance and finds himself in his original state- as king 
Lavana. He is very much surprised, and wishing to 
know whether there was any reality ijchind his trance* 
experience, he starts to visit the place in tlwi X'indliya 
hills which was the scene ot his ex{H;ri(>ii<u'H as a 
Chandala. To his great surprise, he cotdd identify 
all the items of his vision with the actual facls which 
occun-ed in this place. He found not only the familiar 
places and objects, but also his old parents-in-law, 
whose ugly and black daughter he was comjwllwl to 
marry, in the hypnotic trance, under the iictiessity of 
appeasing his hunger. 

The Stories of the Sthiti Prakarana. 

12. The $tory of Sukracharya:— 

This story is told to illustrate the niarvelbus 
effect of desire, or even wish, on the life of an individual 
and to show how a mere passing wish briogn aljout 
a new birth in which it is realised. 

Once the great sage Bhr^ and his son i^iiikracharya 
. were undergoing penances in a valley of the Mandra 
mountain. While engaged in meditation, Aukra 
happens to catch the sight of a celestial damsel, and 
at once a wish creeps into his mind to enjoy her 
company. His subtle body forthwith leaves the 
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physical and roaches the city of gods, where ho finds 
his beloved and wins her love. There he lives for a 
number of years in the pleasant company of his beloved 
until, the force of his ijrevious good actions being 
exhausted, he falls down on the earth through rain 
and becomes a grain of paddy. A Briihmana eats 
the grain and it is born as a son to him. As a Brfdi- 
raana boy, he becomes fond of a deer, and consequently, 
becomes a deer in his next life. In this manner he 
transmigrates in several bodies, one after another, until 
he is born as the son of a tapasvi ( penancer ) and 
takes to performance of penances on the banks of the 
Ganges. In the mean time, the original physical 
body of Hukra, left by him long ago, begins to decay. 
His father noticing it, becomes angry with the god 
of death, who, on being wrongly accused, manifests 
himself and explains the whole matter to him. Then 
both, Bhrigu and the god of death, approach the boy 
performing penances and ask him to meditate on the 
history of his past lives. The lioy, doing so, comes to 
rememl)cr his Sukra-form, and goes back to it with 
his mental Ixxly. Tiie body of the buy collapses and 
that of Sukra revives. 

hi. Th& s^tory of Dima, Vyiila, and Kata-.— 

This story iliustratas that the will to live is the 
cause of all failures and sufferings in life, and the 
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absence of it is that of success and acIuevcnu.'Mts. 

There was a wealthy and wise 1 )cmou kill”’ of llu! 

Patala world, named Samhara. He wa.t'cd :t turious 
war upon the gods and gave them a severe dele, at . 
The chief reason of his success was t hat he could create, 
through his magical powers, three; great warriors, 
Dama, Vyala and Kata. They fought most sell-lcssly 
without the least desire to preserve thcmsi;iv<‘S and so 
could not be defeated by the gods avIi m they drovt* 
out of heaven. The gods upproatihed Bi'ahma, who 
comes to know the cause of the success of the ihmion 
through his meditation. He ailvised the gutls to liglii. 
with the demon warriors in such a maiiiici- jis t :0 !tc 
able to create in their mind a dtsirn ol” scltlprc'ciaal ion 
and victory. The gods succoedeil in doing so, iKtcausc 
the demon-warriors were ignorant of the fnu: nafuro 
of the Self, and so, killed them in a bat tle. 

li. The story of Bhma, Bhasu mul Drtfhn: — 

This story is in continuation with tht‘ aliove story 
and illustrates the same thing with the additional jioint. 
that a desire for self-preservation cannot he t'lrafi’d in 
one who knows the true nature of the Self. 

Samhara, the above-mentioned Demon-king, st-cing 
his great warriors thus killed in the battle by tin; gods, 
now creates another triad of Bhima, Bhfisa and Drif Jha, 
in whom it was impossible for the gods to create the 
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feeling of (‘go, as they wwe created l>y him with llic 
knowledge of tlio real nature of the Sijlf from their 
hirt.li. They defeated the gods in spite of the h(‘st 
efforts of the lattoi-. 


The story of Dakira : — 


This story illustrates that peace cannot, be achieved 
by undergoing ])en‘incos or performing sacrifices 
(snjoiued by the Vedas. Such things can at the most 
])urify our intellect if they are performed tlioughtfully 
and with unselfish motives. Knowledge of flic Self 
dawns only through rational thinking and meditation. 

In the province of .Magadha thci’c lived a Muni 
named lJa.sura. Ho was ignorant of the natiuro of 
the Self When his father Sarloiua dies, ho weeps 
bitterly. G(xls of the forest console and advise, liirn to 
attain peace of mind. Seeking tor peace, he takes to 
the performanw' of ptrnancos, hut in vain. He performs 
very diilicult siu;rifie{>s, but does not athiin j)cacc. He 
t hen takes t.o meditation and thinking, and at last comes 
to know the real nature of the Self, and finds peace 
within. Through his boon a son is l:)orn to a forester- 
woman. Dilsura teaches the science of Peace to this 
hoy when ho grows up. Vasistha, while he was 
passing that way one day, enjoyed one of the lectures 
of Dasura to his pupil. 
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16 . The story of Kachd : — 

It is not a story in the proper sense of tins term, hut 
a soliloquy on the immanence of God. 

TCft oha was the son of Brihasjjati. He mrx' sat 
in samadhi. Waking up from his sjunadhi lut 

sang a very beautiful song on the inmi.inenci' of 
Brahman in everything of the univerae. 

The Stories of the Upashama Prakarana. 

17 . The story of Janaka : — 

This story illustrates how an accidental sugg(«tbn 
some times awakens the dormant discriminative ten- 
dencies of the previous life of an individual. 

One day, the king of the Videha country, whos(! 
name was Janaka, was sitting in his garden. There, 
he happened to hear some very inspiring songs .sung 
by some celestial beings passing along that way. These 
songs produced a very deep impression on hi.i mind 
and set him to meditate on the illusory nature of the 
world and on the real natoe on the Self. Ho discovem 
that the main cause of all suffering was the ignorant 
mind. He realises the true nature of the Self and i< 
freed from ego. Even then, he continues to rule owr 
his kingdom wisely and well. 

18 . The story of Puny a, and Pdmna: — 

This story is told to illu-strate that it is absiml and 
futile to be sorrowful when some beloved powon is 
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separated from us, seeing tliat we kave had coutless 
relations in the long history of our past lives. 

On the Mahendra mountain in the Jambu Dvipa 
there lived a sage, named Dirghatapas. He had two 
sons, Punya and Puvana. The former had acquired 
the knowledge of the Truth, while the latter was only 
on the i)ath, when their beloved father died. Pavana 
weeps bitterly at the death of his father. Punya 
reveals to him the absurdity of his action, on the 
ground that he has had numberless fathers in his past 
lives. He reminds him of the countless lives he has 
lived as a deer, a lion, a monkey, a prince, a crow, an 
elephant, an ass, a bird, and a puppy etc. 

in. The story of Bali : — 

This story is told to illustrate how the state of nir- 
vikalpa samadhi can be realised through meditation on 
the truth that every thing is a mode of Consciousness. 

Bali was the son of the famous Virochana of Patala. 
He begins to reflect that life, as it is generally lived, 
is a monotonous drudgery. We repeat the same 
course of actions and always remain unsatisfied. He. 
recollects that his father, who was famous for bis 
wisdom, used to say that there is a very wonderful 
state of existence called liberation in which man finds 
undecaying peace. He now wishes to know more 

about it, and approaches his precejrfior 6ukraohaiya, 

7 
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The latter teaches him that he should realise that 
everything is Consciousness. Bali inedidates on this 
truth and realises it in his ninikalpa Mimiklhi. He 
becomes a liberated man and continues fo rule over 
his kingdom wisely. 

20. The story of Prahlada : — 

This story illustrates that even the great gods like 
Visnu cannot cause a man to realise the Self without 
his own thinking and meditation. Grace of a god or 
teacher cannot confer the knowledge of the Self on 
any person. 

Once Visnu defeated the demons and killed their 
lord Hiranyakasipu. This impressed Prahlada, the 
son of the killed demon, very much. He Ijcgins to 
worship the victorious Visnu. The latter w’as very 
much pleased with his devotion and appeared lieforc 
him when he was very eager to see him. On his lieing 
asked to choose a boon, Prahlada expresses a desire to 
realise the true nature ef the Self. Visnu tells him 
that he would be able to realise it only through hi-^ 
own thinking and meditation, for no god or teacher 
can confer the knowledge of the Self on any person. 
Prahlada follows his advice and attains a state of 
thoughtless samadhi. fie forgets his royal duties and 
continues to enjoy the bliss of Samadhi. On account 
.of: his negligence of the- work of the state, anarchy 
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prevails in his kingdom; Seeing this, Visi.iu comes 
down, and, awakening Prahlada from the state -of 
thoughtless samadhi, advises him to rule over his 
kingdom as an ideal and wise ruler. Prahlada does 
the same. 

.it. The story of Gadhi 

It is a very interesting stoiy told to illustrate the 
creative ])ower of Milya and the possibility of identical 
representation of the real historical series of events 
within an individual mind as a world of imagination 
occuiTing within a few moments of the real world. 

There wa.s a Brahmana named Gadhi, Me had a 
keen desire to know the nature of Maya and wor- 
shipped Vigpu to get his desire fulfilled. Visnu 
granted a boon to him that he would soon realise the 
nature of Maya. After a few days, while he was 
bathing in a river, he dipped his head into water, and 
lo ! he saw the following vision; — He is ill at home 
and die.?. He experiences his death. He is reborn of 
an ugly and dark-skinned Chandfila woman. He 
grows up and marries a ChaiKhila girl, and begets 
several children. Once, while pas,sing through a 
country called Kira, he happens to be taken up by an 
elephant which was let loose by the people of the 
country to elect a king in place of one who had 
recently died, and is installed as a king in spite of 
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himself. He rules over the couatry for a number of 
years, until he is discoTered to be a Chanciala by birtli 
by his high caste subjects, who enter into fire by way 
of performing a prayaichitta for having been ruled 
over by a low caste king. He feels very sorry at the 
sight of this horrible scene, and himself also jumps into 
the fire. The intense pain of being ljurnt wakes him 
up fi:om his vision which he was having while he was 
in water for a moment as Gadhi. All this happened 
within a few seconds of his dip. After a few months 
of this occurrence, he happens to meet a traveller who 
relates to him, during the course of his account of his 
travels in distant lands, all that Giidhi experienced 
within the few seconds of his vision. The coincidonco 
of the two — the real events related by the traveller and 
the dream-world of the moment of the dip — Ixiing too 
wonderful to be believed, Gadhi starts on a journey to 
verify it. To his greater surprize, he finds that all 
that he saw in his vision did actually happen in the 
real and historical world. Such is the wonderful 
power of Maya. 

The stmy of Uddalaka : — 

This story is told to ifiustrate how the mind can be 
controlled and the true nature of the Self realised 
through meditation and practice of the control of 
the vital airs ( pranas ). 
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There was a Muni, named Uddalaka. He made up 
his mind to hare the experience of samadhi. Finding 
the mind to be a great impediment in his way, he 
addresses it and tries to discover the nature of the self. 
Then through the control of the vital airs ( pranas ) 
he realises the state of samadhi. 

The stor^ of Swaghti:— 

This story is told to illustrate how equanimity of 
vision am he attained oven in the midst of worldly 
duties. 

Once there was a king of Kiratas near the Kailasa 
mountain. The muni Maiwlavya cmce visited his 
kingdom, and being requested by him, taught him how 
one can attain the state of equanimity even in the 
midst of worldly duties and that the Self is the reality 
which persists even when every object can be thought 
away. The muni liaving gone away. Suraghu set to 
realise his teachings in experience and succeeded. Some 
time after his realisation of the Self, he is visited by a 
Pwsian king, Parnada whom he taught the method of 
enjpying the state ofsamfidhi even while one is engaged 
in one’s worldly dutiea 

Th0 story of BMsa and Vildsa:— 

Through this story the author teaches that one 
cannot be well and at peace unless the mind is 
broBght under control and the Self is realised. 
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.. Qn tlie Sahya mountain in tlio Dortli then; lived n 
great Rishi, Atri with his pions and devoted with 
Anasuya. They had two sons, Bhdsu and \ ilasjj. 
After the death of then- parents they wcmt away in 
different directions to undergo penances. AiU;r some 
time they happen to meet with each other. When 
Vilasa enquires the welfare of his brother the latter 
replies that welfare cannot be possibly attained unless 
one has realised the real Self and brought hi> mind 
under control. 

B5. The stoi'y of Vkahavya : — 

This story is an illustration of Self-realisation and 
attainment of the best state of existence through one’.s 
own efforts. 

Vltahavya was a muni in the Vindhya hills. Ife 
performed various actions prescribed by the Stistra-s, 
but could not attain peace. He now makes up his 
mind to realise the state of nirvikalpa samadhi. He 
addresses his mind, chastises it for its fiokleaeas, controls 
it and the senses and finally attains the state of samadhi 
in which he stays for a very long time. In the moan 
time his body was covered with earth, so that, when 
he wakes up from his samadhi state, he finds it unable 
to move. He does not mind it, but creates another 
world through his imagination and lives therein as a 
liberated- man. Once again, he remembers his body 
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being covered by earth and makes 
uncover it. lie entei-s the orb of the 
I Kick therefrom with a ray of the sun which removes 
the earth ami relieves the body of it. In this body 
he Iivo.s for a long i ime a.s a free man. Once he makes 
tip his mind to realise the disembodied state of libera- 
tion, and entering a ciive, withdraws himself from the 
Iwdy, senses and mind etc. He, then, realises the 
highest stage of existence, which is thoughtless, 
immutalde and eferual Bliss. 

The Stories of the First Half of the 
Nirvana Prakarana 

fiH. The story of fuika ( crow ) BMisunda : — 

This story is told to illustrate the possibility of 
infinitely long and healthy life through the mastery 
of the vital airs ( priinas ) and the KwiMinl. 

Once Vasistha himself, while sitting in the 
iw.'ajmbly of gods in the heaven, happens to hear about 
Kaka-Bhu.supda who is .said to be enjoying the longest 
life, becomes inquisitive to see him, and proceeds to the 
Kaiki^a mountain, where he is said to live in the form 
of a crow on the Kalpa-tree. Kaka Bhuiiunda wel- 
comes him, and being questioned, describes to him the 
story of his birth and long life, the way how he suiwi- 
ves death, the universal destruction, the wonderful 
experieiices of his life, and how one can live a long and 
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healthy life. He told Vasistha that he had wen eij^ht 
births of Vasistha, a hundred of Visnu, a thousand 
of Buddha, eleven of Rama and ten of Krisna. In 
his life-time the Mahabharata has been compof«Kl 
eleven times and the Ramayana twelve times. He 
gives a discourse on the science of the vital airs and 
the KundalinI Power. 

27. The story of Dera-pujah ( Worship of (5o<l ):■— 

This story is told to illustrate that the only and the 
best worship is that of the Self within. There is no 
necessity of any external show in that worship. 

Once Vasistha himself goes to the Kaililsh mountain 
and displays his devotion to Lord Aiva who becomes 
pleased with him and appears before him with his 
consort Parvati. Being asked “What is the Ijesf 
worship r, the God tells him that Self-worship is the 
best worship and that the knowledge of the Self is the 
best way of worshipping It 

28. The story of a Bilmfruit— 

The Absolute Consciousness is here conijjared with 
a Bilva fruit to show that the entire universe exists 
within Consciousness, 

29. The story of a piece of Stone:— 

In this story Brahman ( the Absolute) is compai’od 
to a huge block of stone to show that as & piece of 
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Stone coniaina within it all the statues that can 
possibly be made of it, so in Brahman all the forms of 
the world exist potentially. 

50. The ttory of Arjuna : — 

In this story it is told that at a particular period 
of time, when the earth would abound in evil-doers, 
Vi?nu would come down, to kill them, in the form of 
K.ri?na and Arjuna. Arjuna would hesitate to kill hie 
enemy in the battlefield of the Mahabharata war and 
Kri^ija would teach him the right attitude towards 
life, having acquired which, he would do his duty 
without attachment. 

51. The story of tiata-Rudra-.— 

This story is told to illustrate the power of thought, 
desire and imagination on one’s transmigration from 
one life to another, and to illustrate the doctrine of 
worlds existing within worlds. 

There was a mendicant. Once he entertained a 
thought in his mind to be a hotBe-hokier and con- 
sequently he becomes one in his dream. The dream 
personality, again, on account of its wish, farther 
dreams itself to be a Brahmana. This process of 
dretumng within dreams goes on, changing the man 
into a hundred forms, one within the dream of 
another, until he becomes a Eudra. As a Eudra, he 

acquires omniscienoe and comes to be aware of all the 
8 
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hundred foi-ms thus createcl by imau-inat ion and living 

in their own peculiar and different worlds. He wakes 
all the dreaming personalitie.s up and tlui imagined 
forms begin to live as distinct and separate; entities. 
Such is the creative power of thought ! 

SS, The stoi'y of a Veiala:— 

This story is told to illustrate that there is no 
danger anywhere for a knower of the Brahman. 

There lived a Vetala in the Vinilhya hills. At 
nights he used to Come out to prey. Once lui hapjjtmed 
to meet the king of the vicinity, who was well up in the 
knowledge of the Brahman. He put several questions 
to the king, which the latter answered to his sjitis- 
faction. The Vetala could not harm him in any way 
as he knew the Brahman. 

3S. The story of Bhaglratha 

This story is given to illustrate this peculiar trait 
in the character of a liberated person that although 
he does not stand in need of worldly actions, he 
performs them for the good of others. 

There lived a great king named Bhagiratha who 
brought the Ganges down to the earth. Once he 
begins to think of the unreality of the worldly posses- 
sions, goes to his spiritual teacher, Tritula, and 
acquires the knowledge of the Self. Having retraced, 
he gives the whole of his kingdom and property away 
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in charity anci goes to a lonely place to meditate. Here 
he realise.^ the Helf and liveM in blissful peace. Once 
he' happened to piss through the country over which 
lie formerly ruled. The ruling king there had died 
and the ])eoplc had to choose another. Having 
recognised Bhaginitha, they entreated him to be their 
king. Bhagiratha accepted their offer for the sake 
of their g<K>d ami ruled over the kingdom justly 
and wisely. 

:) L The $tory of Chndalft : — 

It is one of the most interesting and instructive 
storic.s of the whole work. It illustrates that a woman 
is not to lx? shut out from the temple of wisdom ; she 
has an eijual right to Self-knowledge, and if she makes 
an effort, she can realise the Truth even earlier than 
man. Having realised the Self herself, she can help 
her hu-sbaml on his path. This story also illustrates 
that real and genuine renunciation which is essential 
for Self-realisation is not the external renunciation of 
pi^ssions and duties, but of the internal desire or 
craving for them. A busy ruler of a kingdom, as the 
(|ueen Chudala was, yet above the turmoils of life and 
at peace within, she is an ideal e.xample of a truly 
liberated person. 

^ Once there lived a king named Sikhidhwaja at 
IVIaiwa. He married Chudalii, a princess of the 
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Surashtra country. Having lived a happy life of 
youthful enjoyments, both of the pair becMiie dissatis* 
fied with the pleasures of life and set theinselvfts to 
seek for the knowledge of the Self. Chuchlla being 
more enthusiastic and discriminative, succeeds in 
haying a true view of life ; consequently a unique kind 
of lustre brightens her face. Her husband being 
unable to realise the Self cannot understand the 
reason of her joy. She tries to help him, but he takas 
her advice lightly even in spite of her showing him 
her supernatural powers, and so he fails to achieve 
peace within himself. He takes to the performance 
of religious ceremonies which do not help him. lie then 
renounces his kingdom and everything that he 
possessed, and goes to a forest in spite of his wife’s 
entreaties not to do so. Then he puts himself to 
severe austerities and consequently becomes languished. 
Chudala in the meantime rules over the kingdom of 
her husband well and wisely. One day she takes 
compassion on him and visits him secretly. She again 
intends to teach him the right way of Self-realisation, 
but thinking that he would not care to listen to her, 
she, by her yogic power, transforms herself into a 
young heavenly Brahmana vrith Kumlfoa as his name. 
The king, being very much impressed by the pei'scm- 
ality of Kurdbha, acc^te him as his teacher and 
learns from him the secret of Self-realisation which 
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consists not in the external renunciation of things and 
duties Imt in tlio internal renunciation of hankerino- 

O 

after them, which is the root of all evil. The queen 
does not even then forget to fulfil her royal duties, to 
which she goes hack now and then. The king, having 
got the true vision of the Self, experiences the samadhi 
state and becomes liberated from the pairs of the 
opposite feelings. The queen, in the form of Kumbha, 
tests him in many waya One day Kumbha tells the 
king that he has ))cen cursed by Durvasas to be a 
woman at nights, and expresses his unhappiness due to 
the occurrence. The king tells him not to mind it 
at all, for, he says, what cannot be cured must be 
cheerfully endured. The nocturnal personality of 
Kumbha, Madanika, now tells the king that as it is 
quite natural for a young woman to have a husband, 
she must now marry ; and proposes to marry the king 
himself. The king sees no loss or gain in it, and, 
therefore, to 1x3 of some service to her marries her. 

Both pass their nights in conjugal happiness. In order 
to test whether the king has acquired any sort of 
attachment in his heart, which alone is the real 
bondage in life, she creates, by her yogic powers, a 
lover, and throws herself into his arms with the 
most amorous attitude in the absence of the royal sage, 
and continues in that praition until he comes and sees 
the pair. The sight does not move him ; he remains 
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unperturbed and unaffected. He keeps liis balance of 
mind and comes out successful in his test. In such 
other various ways she trains her husband in the art 
of Imng above life’s turmoil, and in the end Itrings 
him back to rule over the renounced kingdom like 
jDerfectly free and wise man. 

-io. The story of a Kirata 

The story is told to emphasise the vahu*. ot effort . 
even though it be for small things ; because often wc 
happen to find out precious things through olforts 
which were originally directed to ordinary ones. 

There was a miserly Kiriita. Once a cowrie shell 
fell down from his hands. He being a miser, began to 
search for it vigorously and continued his search for 
three days. Accidentally he found a philosopher’s 
stone. 

36. The story of a ChintUmaiji : — 

This story is told to illustrate that one should not 
disregard the valuable things which one has got and 
wander in search of others or of similar one.s elsewhere. 

A man was in search of a philosopher’s stone. 
He happened to find it accidentlyl But he 
thought that the philosopher’s stone was too 
valuable a thing to be found so easily and that he 
;,was too unfortunate to find it so soon. He • therefore 
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threw it iiway, thinking it to be a piece of glass. 
Throwing it away, he proceeded further and reached 
a forest where, in spite of his repeated efforts, he finds 
nothing Init pieces of glass. 

T/. The stojy of an elephant : — 

This story is told to illustrate the lesson that 
one should never lo.se an opportunity to vanquish 
one’s enemy, which, in the case of an aspirant for Self 
realisation is his own individuality, for otherwise it 
would bo soon out of control. 

There was a tamed elephant. Once he got an 
opportunity to be free from the control of his 
master. It was a time when he could win his freedom 
for ever by defeating the efforts of his controllers. 
But he did not utilise this opportunity. Consequently 
he was again bound and put under control. 

38 , The story of Kacha 

This story is told to show that the true renun- 
eiat.ion of all things consists in the renunciation 
of the ego. 

Kaclia, the son of Brihaspati, goes to his father 
for advice in Self-realisation. The father tells him to 
renounce everything in order to find peace. The son, 
having literally given up everything, goes to a forest. 
Yet he does not find peace. Again he is .advised to 
give up everything. Kacha does not again understand 
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his father’s advice, aad tries to give up even the little 
that was in his possession, but in vain, Brihasfjati 
visits his son again after three years and finds him 
without peace. He explains to Kacha that renoun- 
cing everything does not mean throwing away every- 
thing. It means the renunciation of or withdrawal 
from the mind which is the finitising ego. This can 
easily be done by affirmation of one’s Divinity. 

39. The story of a Mithya Purusa ( Unreal Man ) ; — 

This story is told to illustrate the futility of the 

efforts of the ego to limit the Self within finite objects 
which are perishable. 

There was a mithya purusa ( unreal man ) who 
wanted to encase space. For this purpose he 
makes a jar, but after some time the jar is broken, 
leaving the man bewailing the loss of the space 
that was enclosed in the jar. Then he digs a well, 
constructs a tank, builds a four-storeyed house. But 
all these things come to destruction, one after another. 
The man, bewailing the futility of his efforts to 
preserve space in a finite form, dies at last. 

40, The story of BhrihglM : — 

This story is related to teach Eama to be a great 
renouncer, a great man of action and a great 
enj oyer. 
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i )iH‘e lllirinn-hsa went to tlic J^lahfimern nioiintain to 
.son f.ool Sliiva. Iluvinf.;’ l)oweddown to Mm, he asked 
lor advir«‘. Jhe Lord advised Him to be a great re- 

nounnT, a gr(»at doer and a gTcat enjoyer and ex- 

plained to liim tin) meaning of these terms. 

Ji, T/iv a fori/ of Ikmiiku : — 

Tliissttay (;ontains the philosophy which Manu 
is saM to hav{.^ taught to Ikawaku. 

Thert‘ was a grcMt king Ikswakii, an ancestor of 
Hamacdiandra. Once lie begins to think . of the 
unreality oi‘ worldly poss(‘ssions and becomes inr|nisitive 
to know the Truth. He got's to Manu in Brahmaloka 
and h‘arns from him tin* fairts about the origin, stay 

and de(‘ay of tlu^ Wiuid, tlK‘ cause of bondage and 

fre(‘doin, the stages oi Stilf-realisation, the nature 
of the ego and Miiy a, and the characteristics of liber- 
atc^d living persons. 

T.t 77ir of a Ifmter md a Sage:-- 

Thi:> story is related to describe the nature 
of tln^ Tunya state ( Vndifferenced Consciousness), 
that is, the stat*) of Conscaonsness free from the ex- 
pericnee oi waking, dream and deep sleep. 

il hunter pursued a deer which outran him and 
passed beyond the ken of his vision. On Ms way he 
haj){iened to see a sage sitting in meditation. Having 
been asked as to which direction the deer went, the 
9 
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sage replied that he, being above all the states oi rela- 
tive experience, did not care to know anything, and 
therefore, did not know which way the deer went. 

The Stories of the Second Halt of the 
Nirvana prakarana 

43. The story of a Vidyadkara:— 

This story is related to illustrate that the study of 
the spiritual literature can fructify only in those who 
have control over tlieir senses. 

Vasistha once asked the Crow-sage Bhusunda 
whether he knew any individual who could not. attain 
Self-knowledge in spite of having lived long. Bhu.sun(]a 
told him that there was a Vidyadhara who could 
not realise the Self in spite of his having livctl for four 
kalpas. Having acquheda little disci-imiualion the 
Vidyadhara came to Bhusunda and told him that his 
senses and passions were his stumbling blocks. The 
latter taught him the method of controlling tiiein, and 
consequently the Vidyadhara realised the Self. 

44. The story of Indra : — 

This story illustrates the possibility and cxif,t eiice 
of a whole world within an atom. 

Once Indra, the king of gods, is defeated by the 
demons. Tb save his life, he shortms his .size and 
eaters a .jay of the Sun. There he imagines a world 
and rules over it. After his death, his deaceudents rule 
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there. One of his dintant dcscendents realises Cosmic 
Consciousness and comes to know of the fact that he 
was living within the world which existed within an 
atom of cosmic space, 

1,*'. The stori/ of Mauhi : — 

This story illustrates the ix)ssibility of Self-realisa- 
tion through the teachings of another person, provided 
that, the mind is already prepared to imbibe them. 

Once Tasistha, when coming to officiate as a priest 
in the sacrifice which was to be performed by Aja, 
meets a llrilhmana named Manki on the way. The 
traveller begins to talk on the evils of the world. 
Vasiift lia teaches him the science of the Self. Hearing 
him, t he Brfihmana Ijccomes liberated, because he was 
already ripe for it. 

■U). The stoi'y of the Mind compared to a Deer : — 

In this story the mind is represented by a wander- 
ing doer. The door is running here and there in a 
biUTCU land, finding no rest until he finds the shade 
of a tree. The shade in the case of the mind is 
mmiidhi. 

i7. The story of a Block of Stone: - 

It is also one of the most interesting stories. It 
illustrates the possibility of a whole world, with all its 
(josmic gods and other beings, to be imagined within 
a point in space. 
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Ooce Vasislha himself wanted to incditah! in a 
solitary place. Finding dktiirbanee.s ev(‘rywhe!v. evfii 
in the ethereal plane, he retire;-^ to tht‘ Xwyy/// piann, 
There he imagines a hut in which ho At 7^ in 
samMhi. In that state he experiences and wamhi’s 
through innumerable Avorlds, one within tint other. 
Waking up from the samfidhi state, ht‘ h(apj!en> to 
hear a sweet and melodious >ong. and, Ihrongli his 
alma-dharam { im the Ihhor), iu‘ firiih 

out the source of the enchanting song to !h; a beauti- 
ful woman, who, when requested, tolK him that in 
a corner of the world imagined by him tliere is a 
mountaiiL Within a point on a stone oi‘ that momi- 
tain, she and her husband are living. Tliey both dand 
in need of yelf-knowledgo for which rhe rei|ue>ts 
Vasistha. The later becomes curiotis and aeeuiujfamVs 
her and actually finds her husband tluTC, The Bralo 
mana, her husband, having attained ytdldviiowlcHlgt^ 

in nirmkalpa-samadhh and thereby th<* wiuld oi‘ 
his samJmlpa ( imagination ) collapses. This facd 
seen by Vasistha through meditation. Ketnrning 
therefrom, Vasistha comes back to his own lint, Ini! 
finds that his own body, which was left in his Imf 
is entered by the soul of a Biddkik Vasistha having 
withdrawn the force of his own samkilpa, which 
created the hut, the hut collapses along with the 
body within it, and the siddk^ consequently 
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tails (it)wn tu t,h(! earth. Vasi.^Uia, explains the 
matter to him, anti hoth oo to t he siMhaloka and live 
there. 

•tv. 77/f' qf Vipa'fcMt : — 

This story is also one oftlio most interesting ones. 
]t illustrates tin; creative power of thought and the 
('tl'eef oftlesire on one’s f ransniigratory career. 

There livetl a king named Vipasohit at Tata- 
miti in damhiidwijia. Ont'e he is attacked by enemies 
fl'om ali directions. 'Wishing to multiply his body 
to eopiv with all the lonr invaders, he performs a 
SiU;riiiee in which he oif(!rs his own iicsh to the flames of 
the sarriticial Ore, and Itecoincs four Vi])aschits. They 
{Jilt the eiumiies to flight, and then sot out for world- 
comjuest, in all directions. They go far and wide, 
and liv(‘ in dilferont countries, die there, and ex- 
perience different sei'ies of transmigrations. One of 
them is said to lie jjresent in the body of a deer 
in the xcxjlogical museum of king Oasaratha, the 
father of Kama, at t he time of Vasistha’s discourse 
toliilina, J fearing this, Bfima becomes very curious 
and wishes the deer to be brought in the assembly. To 
prove the truth of the story, Vasistha, hj'' his 
thought-power, brings him to a human form, and 
names him Bhasa. Bhasa now describes his experiences 
in the Mserably. 
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The story of the VaM-dhunii Princes : — 

This story illustrates the endlessnass of the world. 

There was a country named Tatadhiin:!. One 
of its kings had three sons. They ilosirod to sec the 
end of the universe and started on four. Xo 
less than 17 lacs of years have pas.«ed, yet t hey are 
still wandering, as there is no end to the univta'se. 

50. The sto9'y of a Coi'pse : — 

This story illustrates the tact that every 
indmclual is a Cosmic Deity ( T.ogos ) of his own 
Universe. 

Once there was a hunter. He teased a sjigc who 
cursed him to become a moscpiito. Having iiv('d as a 
mosquito, he becomes a deer, and then a hunter again. 
Being advised to give up his wrong doinge, and to 
acquire Self-knowledge, ho undergoes penance, ap- 
proaches the sage and requests him to explain how 
the internal imagination can take the form of an 
external world. The sage relat&s to him his own 
experience thus; Once he saw a man sleeping. Jlovcd 
by curiosity, he entered the sleeping man’s dream- 
world through his power of dharanii. Forgetting 
his own original form, he lived there for MO yours 
until he was reminded of it by another sage. 
Coming out, he found that it was only a moment’s 
work. The hunter dees not understand the truth 
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of this story. He again undergoes penances, and gets 
a boon for having a )x)dy as big as a Brahmanda 
( Cosmo.s ). Loft by his soul, it falls upon another 
BrahmuiKla ( Cosmos ), and is observed by Vipaschit, 
the liero of the story No. 48. Then he becomes 
a king, Sindhu, the enemy of Vidiiratha of the 
story of Lila ( No. 5 ), and ultimately realises 
Nirvana through the teacliings of his own ministers. 

ill. Tkt, stmj of a Block of Stone : — 

In this .story a detailed comparison of tlie 
Brahman with a largo piece of stone is attempted. 
.\8 a piece of stone has within itself, in potential 
form, all the statues that can possibly be made out 
of it, so is the Brahman the source and the stay of 
all the objects of this universe. 

')J. The stm'y of the Brahmanda, 

In this story Vasistha relates what ho heard from 
Brahma about the origin of the universe. 

nil The story of the Sons of Indu 

It is a i-epitition of the story No. 7, related in the 
Utpatti Prakarap). 

i>4. The story of a Tdpasa 

This story illustrates the possibility of the multi- 
plication of worlds by the power of thought and desire, 
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and co-ordination of the various coutik't.in;^ dc^irfis 
of difterent people with regard to t he siUiKi ohjoct. 
or person. 

In a -country there are eight brothers. I'.vt.Ty 
one of them wishes to be an emperor of all tin- s<‘ven 
continents, and to realise that ambition undta-goes fevcr(> 
penances. All of them get boons -to the effeef 1ha( (heir 
desires would be fulfilled at the same time ( simiiltaiK!- 
ously). Their wives, in their own tnni, g<,;t boons 
that the souls of their husbands will not gt/ out of t lieir 
rooms after their death. All this comes to t-hc notice 
of a traveller, Kunda-danta, who is at a loss to untler- 
stand how these mutually conflicting desires (.‘oiild be 
fulfilled at the same time. He is advised to go to 
Ayodhya to understand the mystery. There he rehit es 
the story of his observation to Eanmchandra who 
brings Kunda-danta to the assembly and gets his 
doubts removed by Vasistha. 

65 . The story of a Woodcutter 

This story, which is the last in the work, illustrates 
that, though the teacher and the Scriptures arc not 
the direct cause of Self-realisation, yet, they, if con- 
stantly resorted to, some times, bring a man to the 
realisation of the Self. 

. There was a very poor woodcutter. He used to 
go . to a forest in search of wood every day, and 
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sii|)j)oried liis {'aiiiily on what ho could got, by soiling 
the wood thus collected. As a result of his constant 
effort, s in si^arcli for wood in the forest, he, one 
day, liappciHHl to find a desiro-fulhlling goni ( philo- 
sopher’s stone ). The ginn made him rich and ha]}py.

Chapter V 


The Method of Yogavasistha and need for 
proper abridgement. 

The main reason why Yogavasistha has not been 
recognised as a philosophical work is perhaps the 
manner in which it is written and the method which 
the author employs to impress his doctrines. One 
does not find in this work the tei-seness of Gaudapada, 
the hairsplitting quibbles of the Neo-^Xaiyfukas, the 
authority-obsession of Sankara, and the stereo-typed 
terminology of the later Sahkarites. We do not oven 
find any influence of Dignaga or Vatsayana on the 
author of Yogavasistha, as he does not attempt to put 
his doctrines in an inferential form. He merely states 
in simple and unequivocal manner what he has to 
say, and makes it clear by way of countle-ss similes, 
analogies and illustrations, and impresses the truth 
of what he believes through stories. He hates 
obscurity, brevity and vagueness. He knows that it is 
very difficult to make other’s realise that of which one 
has the direct intuition, and that it can l>e made 
intelligible only through illustrations and analogies. 
He avoids the method of abstract disquisition and di’y 
argumentation pursued perhaps by some of his prede- 
cessor’s like Nagarjuna, which hopelessly failed to 
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attract, tlie notice of the people at large. He goes 
))ack t,o the method of the Upanisads, the Afahd- 
hhiirata atid the Jdtakas, which carried the truths 
advocated in them to the very heart of their readers 
He also tldt that works written in a sweet and literary 
stylo were more read and appreciated by the laity than 
books written in the cold philosophical style, and 
probably 1 bought that the kCwpa ( literary ) style 
might well 1)0 utilised for philo.sophy to make it ])opulai' 
and eftectivc'. This is what ho might have thought 
while writing this work, as at one place he says: 
•*AiI that is exprcss(id in sweet and graceful words and 
with easily comprohonsiblo arguments, similes and 
illustrations, goes directly to the heart of the hearer, 
and ex{)imds there, just as a little drop of oil expands 
on the surface of water ; whereas all that is said with- 
out suitaitle illustrations and arguments intelligible to 
the hearer, in confuKerl and obscure language, does not 
enter the heart of the hearer, and is a mere waste of 
words, like f ho butter |X)ured on the burnt ashes of 
oblation. It is only through appropriate illustrations 
that subtle, yet worthy of teing known, themes can be 
made popular in the world, as it has been done so in 
ail the famous worfc.s'’ ( III. 84. 45-47 )'. 


Moved by such considerations and by the desire of. 
making his philosophy popular,, he yoked the literary 
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art of story-telling to his philosophy which contained 
all that was best in Indian thought at the time he 
lived. How far he has succeeded in his ellbrt only 
those who are gifted with the double-fold genius in 
philosophy and literature can judge. ’\\ e may only 
point out that the work has been a success in so far 
as it has ever since been enjoying popularity in ail 
circles of people, even though many of its readers <lo 
not understand its entire philosophy. The i-eader of 
this work always feels that he is in the living presemeo 
of a saintly personality, who is speaking from direct 
experience in simple and beiiutiful language. Ho is 
his own authority, and does not boro the reader with 
quotation after quotation from the CpaniftiJs and 
other authoritative texts or their commentaries, as is 
done by the later writers on the Advaita jjhilosoj>hy. 
He has imbibed all that was best in the Indian 
philosophy that existed Ijefore him— Hindu, Buddhist 
and Jaina— and speaks from his own standijoint, very 
often in words which might be mistaken as from other 
books and authors which he thoroughly imbibed and 
made his own. It is in this way that many expres- 
sions of the Vpanimds and the Bhagmdgtta and 
some Buddhist works cap -be identified in YogavM^ha. 

A few examples of the catholicity, reconciliatory 

tendency and harmonising spirit of the author may 
not be out of place here ; — 
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( i ) “ Fnaii our stnndijoint”, says Vasiatlm, “there 
is no (lilVcrtiure in ‘ ]ymaMrrmha-mia' ) 

and 'I ijiiiiiia-fiula’ ( Idealism ) ” ( 1). 38, 4 ). 

( ii) 1 f;n'iiig jioiiiled out liow lie difiors in his opinion 
on till' nutiire of miinl li'oiu the points of view of other 
sciiooi' <jf( bought, he adds, “All those various doctrines 
arising at diilVreat times and in diffoi’cnt countries, 
however, lead to the same. Siiiireiue Tnitli, tike the 
many diilei'ent pat lis leading travolloi’i: fi'om different 
places 1,0 tlio same (aty. It is ignorance of the Absolute 
Truth, and fin! misunderstanding of the fiiiterent doc- 
trines that, cau.-'{! theii- followm-s to (piarrel with one 
another in bitter animosity. Tluw consider th;;ir own 
])artieulnr dogmas to Iw the best, as every travelltT 
may think, altliough (juite wrongdy, his own patii to be 
tlio only and the Irest path.” ( III. DO. ol 53 ) 

( iii ) Not only iloe.s the anther of Yogmasistha 
n'gard other ry^fmus ol'jdiilosophy and methods of rea- 
lisation wit h, respect, bnt also thinks that it is advfeible 
ior eveiT man to .stick to liisown method of spiritual 
rcalisati(,)ii, providt.'d he meota with success and makes 
p!'ogr(!ss through it. 1 le says, " The method l)y which 
a man mako.s progress is the host for him. He .should 
not change it fin- another, which may not look 
right to him, nor pleases him, nor is useful to him.” 
(Vri.. ,130.2). 
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( iv) With regard to the Absolute Eeality, 
the author of Yogamsistha says that it is the 
same “Tliat is called Sunya by the Simya*vadinK, 
[Brahma by theBrahma-vadins, Purusa by the Sfuiikhya 
philosophers, Iswara by the followers of Yoga, >Siva 
by the Saivas, Time by those who hold time to be 
the only reality, Self of the self by those who think it 
to be so, Non-self by the philosophers who do not 
believe in the reality of the Self, Madhyama ])y the 
Madhyamikas, and the All by those who have a vision 
of equality all around.” { V. 67. 18-20 ). 

In his attempt to be very clear, impressive and 
catholic, the author of Yogamsistha has, however, 
committed the fault of too much repetition and 
sacrifice of a systematic arrangement of the contents of 
his work. The main division of the work into the six 
prakaranas or -pxts-Vairagga (Dissatisfaction), 
MumukstHspavahara ( the Conduct of the Aspirant ), 
Utpatti ( Creation ), Sthiti ( Continuation of the 
world ), Upasama (Attainment of Peace), and Nirtana 
( the Cessation of finite existence ) — even has not been 
kept fully in view. Everything is treated of in every 
prakarana, and also in many of the chapters of the 
prakaranas. No scientific or logical classification has 
been kept in view with regard to the topics dealt with. 
This defect of the work is very much felt by the 
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modern reader who wants eveijthing properly classified, 
and exhaustively but tei-sely treated in its own place. 
Many, x’ather almost all, topics are repeatedly talked 
of in many places. The whole work has an appear- 
ance of a vast forest in which every possible tree, 
creeper or flower is present, but one knows not where 
it is present. The work is very rich in material, but the 
philosophical riches that are buried in it cannot be 
readily used. The Prakaranas and the sargas are no 
guide to the contents. 


It is from this consideration and to save the time 
and energy of the present-day reader who does not 
want to remain ignorant of the philosoifliy of Yoga- 
vasis^ka, yet at the same time has no leisure to go 
through an unsystematic but important work of no 
loss than 27687 ( traditionally, S2000 ) stanzas that 
wo have ventured to compile our Va$istha-darhamin 
{ t.he present work ), in which we have collected 
extracts from the voluminous work, which expound 
almost all the aspects and points of the philosophy 
taught in the work, and classified them so as to 
present in a thoroughly systematic form the tenets 
of the philosophy. The whole matter is taken from 
Yogawsktha without any addition of even a single 
line, but the form in which it has been arranged and 
the. headings under which it has been classified are. 
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of course, in accordance with the matter oi the text. 
Our work in connection with it has been like that ol a 
gardener, who does not create the plants of Jiis gardcai, 
but only transplants them in their projjer places in it. 
The value of this garden of the philosophy (h* Ahisisihu 
lies mainly in the fact that it is the onir and the* 
first garden of its own kind, the contents of which 
are directly gathered from a huge Ibrest in which 
one knows not wlicre what has grown. The main 
thing that the reader will, however, miss in our 
VasiUha-dariamm is the stories of rorfariimfj/m, 
which we have deliberately excluded from our colkHdion 
to win for Vasistha ( or the author of Yogarnshtkn ) 
a worthy place iu the •world of philosophy, where 
the naked truth is more valued than the garl) in which 
and the accompaniments with which it nmy appear. 
For the sake of those readers who would like to 
acquaint themselves with the stories of the work, 
we have summarised all the stories of Yogavdshtjm hi 
chapter IV of this Introduction. 

There have been, in the long history of tlm exis- 
tence of Yogamsistha, many attempts made to sum- 
marise the huge work into smaller ones, tlie nature 
of some of which may be noted here 

The first of such efforts known to the students of 
Yogmmisfjia is the already mentioned Laghth Yogor^ 
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msistha of Gauda Abhinanda of Kashmir, who lived 
in the first half of the 9th centmy A. D. He selected 
4829 slokas ( traditionally, 6000 ) from the original 
work in the serial order of it, and in the same six 
gave a connected account of some of the 
doctrines and stories of the original work. The effort 
pi’oved a gi’eat success in popularising Yogamsistka. 
But this summaiy also, like the original work, lacks 
in a philosophically important system of arrangement. 
It also leaves out some very important topics of the 
original work. Moreover, it stops at the end of the 
first half of the last prakaram ( Nirvana ) and does 
not contain a sumniary of the other half of it. 
( The latter half of the last prakaram may not have 
existed at that time and may have been added by 
other writei-s later on, or the summarizer might have 
left his work unfinished ). 

Another attempt, and a better one from the 
philosophical and systematic j^toint of view, was made 
by an unknown axithor who compiled Yogavasistha- 
stira (Vide, Aufrccht: Oaford Catalogue, MS. No. 563). 
He has collected about 225 slokas from Yogavdsiftha 
and classified them under the following heads 
I. Dissipation ; II. Unreality of the world ; IH. Charac- 
ter of the Living Liberated Man; IV. Annihilation of 
Mind; V. Annihilation of Desire; VI. Meditation on 
the Self; VII. Wor.ship of the Self; VIII. Description

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of the Self; and IX. Liberation in Life. It is a goccl 
attempt, but embodies only a fraction of the philosophy 
of Yogmmistha, It also, as it is evident, lacks in a 
sound system of classification. 

Other attempts to present the philosojjhy of Yoga- 
tmi^ha by way of siimmai'y, hardly known as siudi to 
any scholar, are {Ylq Mahopanisad and the Awnapnriio- 
pmimd ( Vide our Paper, ^‘Yojardshtka and simie of 
the Minor Upanimds'' in the Princess of Wales 
Saraswati Bhawan Studies ^ Benares, 19:k> ), eatdi of 
which presents many aspects of the philosophy of 
Yogamsistha in 535 and 337 slokas respectively. It is 
a pity that they do not anywhere mention that their 
slokas are culled from Yogavdsidka, wliicli, however, 
is a fact. Both these selections are defective in so far 
as they lack in a good scientic order of arrangement 
of the material they have selected. Tlioy do not, oxen 
both combined together, present the entire philo- 
sophy of Yogamsistha, 

In the same manner, the author of the M'ukiikopa^ 
nisad has collected a number of stanzas from 
msistha, bearing on desire and its remmeiufion in the 
.second chapter of the Upaniml; and the author of 
.the Wrdhopanimd has collected in its ibunh <*ha|ft<‘r 
some slokas on the “ Seven Stages of Yoga ” and tlie 
conduct of the Liberated Living Manf’ Again, some 
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Slokas on “the Htages of Yoga” have been picked 
up from Yogatdmlha and made into a separate 
U'piinimd which goes by the name of Ahsi-iipanisad. 
( Ibid ). All thes(} collections of some of the views of 
Vasistha arcMinsatisfacfory in so far as they are only 
partial statements of the ptiiiosophy o^Yogandsistha, 

Our Vfishi^ha-darPa7mm is, as said above, the first 
attemjh' of its kind to pi’csent the entire philosophy of 
Vasistha in a systematic form, inspired l)y the zeal of 
introducing a so far neglected, ))ut important 
aystem of thought to the modern scholars of Indian 
Thought.
